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Lungren’s Office in Court Brief: 
Gay Sex Acts are ‘Nasty Habits’ 

Equates National Guardsman to 'molesters and pederasts'

Lesbian and gay leaders and civil 
rights attorneys say comments in two 
recent gays-in-the-military legal 
briefs, filed on behalf of state Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, are among the 
most insulting and blatantly anti-gay 
diatribes they have ever seen. 


The legal briefs were filed by Deputy 
Attorney General Andrew F. Loomis for 
Lungren on behalf of the State of California, 
which is a defendant in a federal lawsuit by 
former California Army National Guard 
Lieutenant Andrew Holmes. 

Holmes was discharged from the ser¬ 
vice after he informed his commanding 
CANG officer on June 3, 1993 that he 
was gay. 


In his written arguments to U.S. District 
Court Judge Saundra Armstrong, Loomis 
wrote that “undisputably [sic], homosexual 
acts are despised by a great proportion of the 
voters and those voters have acted through 
their President and their Congress to rid 
themselves of those acts.” 

L. Jay Kuo of the law firm Howard, 
Rice, Nemerovski, Canady, Falk and 
Rabkin, who is representing Holmes in the 


federal lawsuit, said that Loomis’s views 
were “just appalling.” 

“I question his ability to adequately rep¬ 
resent the State of California. These are not 
the sort of briefs that one expects from the 
attorney general’s office. These are the 
worst briefs I’ve seen in any case,” Kuo told 
the Bay Area Reporter.

Appeals Court: Strip 
Search of ACT UP 
Members Was Illegal

The U. S. Court of Appeals for 
the Ninth Circuit in Portland ruled 
June 22 that United States 
Marshals in Oregon acted unlaw¬ 
fully when they punitively strip 
searched ten ACT UP members 
who had been arrested for noisily 
demonstrating outside a Food and 
Drug Administration office on 
February 27, 1989. 

The court said the strip search 
was “invasive and humiliating.” 

The four women involved 
were ordered to lift their breasts 
and to rotate in a circle while 
being visually inspected in a pri¬ 
vate cell. All six men were 
ordered to remove all clothing and 
were subjected to full body 
inspection in clear view of other 
marshals and detainees. 

In a unanimous decision the 
three-judge panel ruled the mar¬ 


shals did not have a “reasonable” 
cause to strip search the protest¬ 
ers, and therefore violated the 
demonstrators’ Fourth 

Amendment right to be free from 
unreasonable searches and 
seizures. 

“The Constitution does not 
permit non-violent protesters to be 
intimidated by strip searches,” 
said Suzanne B. Goldberg, staff 
attorney at Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, a national 
lesbian and gay legal organization 
that represented the demonstra¬ 
tors. 

The vindicated activists who 
were protesting the agency’s fail¬ 
ure to approve the use of several 
experimental drugs to treat AIDS 
and related opportunistic infec¬ 
tions were Michael Ambrosino,

JROTC Beats Principles

Libel action against several 
local journalists may be sought by 
an attorney for a gay Bay Area 
man who successfully appealed a 
small claims court decision 
against him, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

Former leather title holder and 
onetime treasurer of Pacific Bears 
of California Leather Motorcycle 
Club David Magennis may seek 
such an action, according to his 
attorney Susan Shalit. 

On Monday, June 26, a 
Superior Court judge threw out a 
small claims judgment against 
Magennis, exonerating him of any 
responsibility in connection with a 
loss of more than $1,000 in club 
funds. 

“I can’t really comment, but

School board member Keith 
Jackson taught a terrible civics 
lesson to San Francisco’s chil¬ 
dren. He has told them that it’s 
just fine to lie and cheat your way 
into elected office. After all, that’s 
how he did it. 

At a June 27 school board meet¬ 
ing, Jackson voted to support the 
homophobic JROTC programs that 
operate in several of San Francisco’s 
public schools. When he was run¬ 
ning for office, however, the newly- 
elected board member promised les¬ 
bian and gay voters that he would 
never cast such a vote. In fact, he 
promised that he would work to 
eliminate the JROTC. 

Joined by long-time JROTC 
supporters — board members 
Carlota del Portillo, Jill Wynns, 
and Leland Yee - Jackson voted 
against a resolution that would 
have phased out JROTC by creat¬ 


ing a task force “to develop alter¬ 
native, creative, career-driven 
programs which provide students 
with a greater sense of purpose 
and respect for self and 
humankind.” The resolution failed 
by a 4 - 3 vote, thanks to Jackson’s 
broken promise. 

Although JROTC programs 
teach homophobia and violence to 
young San Franciscans - at an 
annual cost of $575,000 - Jackson 
now insists that students have a 
“right” to learn hatred at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense. Furthermore, he 
says, he intends to defend that 
“right” for as long as he remains 
on the school board. 

Jackson’s position is apparent¬ 
ly shared by two hosts of the cable 
TV series. City Desk. On their 
June 29 show, Barbara Taylor and 
Diana Walsh ridiculed the lesbian 
and gay community for support¬ 
ing a phase-out of JROTC. These 
reporters also insisted that stu-

Knives, Machetes Used 
In Recent Polk Street Attacks

A 35-year-old ex-convict 
recently paroled from Tehachapi 
State Prison is in jail on charges 
that he robbed and murdered a 
Polk area resident on Tuesday, 
July 4 just after the victim with¬ 
drew cash from an automated 
teller machine in the area. 

The slain man’s identity has 
not been released by police at 
press time, but according to 
sources, he is a single Filipino 
male in his 50s who lived in the 
neighborhood. 

The victim was knocked to the 
ground near the intersection of 
Geary and Larkin at about 11 a.m. 
and stabbed several times by his 
attacker, according to witnesses. 
The assailant stole the man’s wal¬ 
let and walked away, but then 
returned and threw the prone vic¬ 
tim’s wallet at him, according to 
initial news accounts, then 
stabbed him again and kicked him 
several times in the head. 

The assailant is also reported 
to have threatened and taunted 


eyewitnesses to the crimes, 
according to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, by saying, “So what? 
Somebody else want some?” 

Witnesses gave chase to sus¬ 
pect Paul Jefferson, who was 
apprehended in the area after he 
was chased through a parking lot 
and attempted to escape through a 
locked side door of the Richlieu 
Hotel at 1000 Van Ness Ave. 

June machete attack 
not fatal 

In another Polk Street area inci¬ 
dent, attempted murder and hate 
crime charges have been filed in a 
Wednesday, June 28 machete attack 
in Cedar Alley, off Polk Street. 

Serafin Ramos has been jailed 
and charged with the crimes in the 
attack on an unidentified home¬ 
less man, who lived in the city’s 
North of Market Street area home¬ 
less shelter at the comer of Polk 
Street and Geary Boulevard. 

The homeless man was taking 
a walk in the area with two 
women friends during a 10 p.m. 


cigarette break from the shelter, 
according to Assistant District 
Attorney Chuck Haines. 

“It appears to be a case of mis¬ 
taken identity,” Haines told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Mr. Ramos 
saw the victim approach and told 
his daughter to run inside and get 
his machete.” 

Haines, head of the District 
Attorney’s hate crimes prosecu¬ 
tion team, told the B.A.R. that 
Ramos used anti-gay slurs during 
the attack, apparently believing 
the homeless Latino victim was 
homosexual. 

Ramos swung the machete at 
the victim’s head in an evident 
attempt to decapitate him, but the 
victim deflected the blow with his 
arm, which was severely cut. 

The victim was treated for his 
injuries and released at St. Francis 
Hospital, Haines said. 

“We have successfully prose¬ 
cuted other cases as hate crimes 
where there has been a mistaken 
perception that the victim was gay. 
It happens,” Haines said. ▼ 


Officer Benson Memorial Announced

A memorial service will be held in San Francisco 
for openly gay policeman Ray Benson on Friday, July 
7. Benson, a highly decorated SFPD officer, died of 
AIDS complications on the morning of June 28. 

The only officer to have won the coveted “My 
Favorite Cop” award twice, and the former gay com¬ 
munity liaison under Chief Frank Jordan, Benson 
fought negative stereotypes of gay men for some 15 
years. 

During his tenure with the department, he 
worked at Potrero, Southern, Muni and Mission 
Stations. In the last few years, he was also active in 
the Police Officers Association, both as a board 
member representing the Mission and as the legisla¬ 
tive chairman. He represented the POA at the city 
level as a member of the San Francisco Labor 
Council, and at the state level as the POA’s repre¬ 
sentative to The California Organization of Police 
and Sheriffs. He also served the children of the city 
as a member of the Delinquency Prevention 
Commission. The Honorable Mr. Benson (as he 
would jokingly call himself) served as the commis¬ 
sion president for many years. 

Benson was also the founder of the Golden State 
Police Officers Association; what started as a party at 
his Sonoma County cabin, originally called “Pigs in 
Paradise,” has evolved over time into the statewide 





organization for gay and lesbian peace officers. 

The many acknowledgments Benson won during 
his career include the “My Favorite Cop” awards in 
1985 and 1992; the “Cop of 
the Month” award from the 
SFPOA in 1990; and the 
Police Department’s Medal 
of Valor in 1993. Then- 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein pro¬ 
claimed September 24, 1985 
as Police Officer Raymond 
Benson Day, and Mayor 
Jordan also named April 9, 
1995 Officer Ray Benson 
Day in San Francisco; State 
Senator Milton Marks then 
made it Ray Benson Day 
statewide. 

Benson is survived by his 
partner, Richard Ernst; his 
parents, Raymond and 
Beverly Benson; sisters, Nancy and Alice; brother, 
Robert; and his teddy bear, Billy Bob. 

A viewing was held Friday, June 30, at Duggan’s 
Funeral Service on 17th Street, with a reception 
across the street at the Mission Police Station. The 
memorial service this Friday will begin at 1 p.m. at 
the Swedenborgian Church, located at 2107 Lyon 
Street in the Presidio Heights neighborhood. ▼

Marin’s Spectrum Director Blasts ‘Chilling’ GOP Agenda 

...But spirits are buoyed by new $30K matching grant

A sizzling indictment of the 
hypocrisy, hatred, and small- 
mindedness now rampant in the 
U.S. Congress was delivered to a 
capacity crowd in Marin last 
Monday, June 26 by Pat Tibbs, 
new executive director of 
Spectrum, the Marin County 
Community Center for Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual and Transgender 
Communities. 

Tibbs quoted an item by syndi¬ 
cated columnist Juliaane 
Malveaux, who has a Ph.D. in 
economics, saying GOP “House 
Majority Leader Dick Armey 
recently launched an assault on 
the nonprofit sector, sending let¬ 
ters on his Congressional sta¬ 
tionery to corporate executives 
who give to charities that he does¬ 
n’t approve of." 

Tibbs said Armey, the same 
lawmaker who called Barney 
Frank “Barney Fag,” violated 
House Rules in sending the letter. 

As Malveaux observed in the 
column that Tibbs quoted, the 


“letter campaign is ironic, given 
the Republican assertion that the 
federal government should get out 
of social service delivery, while 
the private sector must do what it 
can to help the needy.” Tibbs said 
Armey would also abolish mini¬ 
mum wage laws if he could. 

Leave the 

needy without help 

“Apparently Armey wants to 
stigmatize the corporate philan¬ 
thropy that improves the lot of the 
poor,” Tibbs said, “and dry up 
funds from the private sector com¬ 
pletely. It leads one to wonder 
whether his larger agenda is to 
abolish ‘the safety net’ and leave 
the needy without federal or pri¬ 
vate help. A chilling prospect. 

“Each of us who supports char¬ 
ities and issues that are important 
to us will be asked to take up the 
slack,” she said. 

Spectrum, which started out 13 
years ago as the Presbyterian 
Church’s outreach to lesbian and 
gays, is showing renewed energy 
with Tom Matteoli as new board 


chair and Tibbs as the energetic 
CEO. 

“Until I, as a lesbian, have full 


human rights in the United States, 
the struggle for those rights will 
be my top priority,” Tibbs told an 


audience that included her son 
Ron and his wife and child. 

Tibbs spoke before a capacity 
crowd of more than 100 people on 
the patio of the Panama Hotel in 
San Rafael. She later told the 
B.A.R. she was excited to 
announce a $30,000 special grant 
from the Marin Community 
Foundation to match $30,000 in 
new donations during the next fis¬ 
cal year. 

She said the money will be 
used “to jump start Spectrum’s 
campaign to expand services.” 

The center’s goal will be to 
remain open 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. five 
days a week, and expand volun¬ 
teer recruitment so that “no 
teenager, adult, or senior citizen 
would be turned away because we 
had to limit participation.” 

The enthusiastic crowd of 
donors, staff, volunteers and pro¬ 
gram participants added an addi¬ 
tional $2,5000 in pledges before 
leaving the dinner. T

Court Finds FBI’s Firing 
Of HIV+ Doctor Illegal

The FBI illegally fired a San 
Francisco physician with AIDS in 
1988, and a district court erred 
when it ruled the doctor’s termina¬ 
tion was justified, a federal Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals ruled on 
Friday, June 30. 

Although referred to only by 
the pseudonym “Dr. Doe” in legal 
briefs related to the case, the 
physician was identified last week 
as the late James Cullen, M.D., of 
Ralph K. Davies Medical Center, 
who died of AIDS-related compli¬ 
cations in 1992. 

“This is a major decision by 
the Court of Appeals. We usually 
lose these things,” said American 
Civil Liberties Union Matt Coles, 
a gay rights attorney. 

The case goes back to the 
lower district court for the deter¬ 
mination of damages, estimated at 
about $35,000, Coles said. The 
FBI has 45 days to appeal the rul¬ 
ing. 

‘An extremely 
important case’ 

The Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association hailed the Court of 
Appeals ruling in a statement by 
Executive Director Ben Schatz, 
who is an expert AIDS civil rights 
attorney. 

“This is an extremely impor¬ 
tant case. Unfortunately the great 
majority of decisions we’ve seen 
in this area have ruled against 
HIV-positive healthcare workers. 
This case says there is some sani¬ 
ty in the justice system in relation 
to the rights of health care workers 
who have HIV. But we continue to 
hear from numerous physicians, 
nurses, and surgical technicians 
who are being forced out of their 
jobs because they have HIV,” 
Schatz said. 

Cullen was the director of the 
Davies medical facility which 
contracted to perform physical 
examinations for FBI agents, and 
according to court documents, the 
agency was informed by “an 
unnamed source” that the medic 
had Kaposi’s Sarcoma. 

The FBI asked Cullen and the 
medical facility whether he had 
AIDS, but neither the physician 
nor the facility would confirm the 
fact, instead assuring the law 


enforcement agency that standard 
infection control procedures were 
followed at the site and the routine 
physical exams posed absolutely 
no risk to agents receiving them. 

Within a week, the agency 
stopped referring agents to Cullen 
for physical examinations. 

According to the appeals court 
decision, the FBI was apparently 
concerned that Cullen posed a risk 
to male agents undergoing manual 
rectal and prostate examinations, 
and to female agents undergoing 
manual vaginal examinations, 
according to FBI testimony in the 
district court case. 

According to the Court of 
Appeals ruling, the lower district 
court erred when it ruled that 
Cullen’s discharge was justified, 
because he and the hospital gave 
“conclusory statements” in 
response to the questions posed, 
and that this “minimal informa¬ 
tion prevented the FBI from deter¬ 
mining whether Dr. Doe was oth¬ 
erwise qualified for the position.” 

Ask the hospital, 
not the doctor 

Such a ruling was not support¬ 
ed by the record, according to the 
appeals court, which said the FBI 
could and should have inquired in 
detail about the hospital’s infec¬ 
tion control procedures to deter¬ 
mine that agents were not at risk. 

But the fear of a physician with 
AIDS examining FBI special 
agents was apparently just too 
much for the agency, which also 
has a long and well-documented 
history of anti-gay employment 
discrimination. 

“The district court record 
reveals, however, that the FBI 
expressed little concerns about the 
hospital’s infection control proce¬ 
dures. The record shows that Dr. 
Doe and the hospital were entirely 
forthcoming about these proce¬ 
dures but that their explanations 
fell on deaf ears,” the panel said. 

“When the hospital explained 
why its infection control proce¬ 
dures prevented risk of transmis¬ 
sion to any agents, the FBI 
showed no interest in pursuing the 
inquiry further by asking, for 
instance, about the nature, charac¬ 
ter, use, or effectiveness of the 
procedures. 

“Rather the FBI focused their 


attention on only one question: 
whether or not Dr. Doe had 
AIDS,” the appeal decision said. 

AIDS is considered a handicap 
under the Americans With 
Disabilities Act, and it is illegal to 
discriminate on the basis of AIDS 
in employment when the employ¬ 
ee is an otherwise qualified but 
handicapped individual. 

The Court of Appeals noted in 
its eight-page decision that the 
United States Supreme Court has 
also previously held that a person 
with an infectious disease “is oth¬ 
erwise qualified for a position if 
he does not pose a significant risk 
of communicating the disease to 
others in the workplace.” ▼

UCLA Spotlights APIs with HIV

The University of California, 
Los Angeles (UCLA) is recruiting 
Asian and Pacific Islanders (APIs) 
infected with HIV in the Bay 
Area, New York City, and 
Southern California for a study to 
determine their HIV-related health 
needs, and whether these needs 
are being met. 

The incidence of AIDS cases is 
increasing more rapidly among 
Asian and Pacific Islanders than 
other racial groups, according to 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health. In San Francisco, 
there has been a 200 percent 
increase in AIDS cases among 
Asian and Pacific Islanders from 
1988 to 1994, information provid¬ 
ed by UCLA indicates. There 


were 504 cases in 1994, as com¬ 
pared to only 124 cases in 1988. 

The new study focuses on the 
three heavily populated areas with 
the largest concentration of APIs 
with HIV in the U.S. 

The study seeks male, female, 
and transgender participants from 
all Asian and Pacific Islander eth¬ 
nicities, people with mixed ethnic¬ 
ity or races, and Asian-Americans. 
Gene Nakajima, a medical doctor 
currently in the Robert Wood 
Johnson Clinical Scholars Program 
at UCLA, is conducting the study. 

Participants will complete a 
short survey and respond to one- 
on-one interviews around their 
HIV-related service utilization and 
needs. The study is confidential, 
with no need for the subject to 
reveal his or her true name. Each 


subject receives a $40 stipend for 
their effort, Nakajima said. 

The research goal is to help 
physicians and other health pro¬ 
fessionals provide better HIV- 
related services and referrals for 
their HIV-infected Asian and 
Pacific Islander clients. It will also 
promote other studies to deter¬ 
mine what interventions will be 
most effective in providing psy¬ 
cho-social services to the Asian 
and Pacific Islander population, 
UCLA spokesmen said. 

All calls will be held confiden¬ 
tial, a statement from the program 
organizers said. ▼

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Future of Alameda Gay Pride 
Still Hanging in the Balance

Alameda residents gave a 
resounding welcome to the gay 
contingent at the East Bay city’s 
annual Fourth of July parade on 
Tuesday. Nearly 100 gay men and 
lesbians participated in this year’s 
parade - quite a jump from 1994, 
when only about 30 dykes turned 
out for the Alameda Lesbian 
Potluck Society contingent, said 
Kathy Teller of the lesbian and 
gay organizing group Out on the 
Island. A smiling Mayor Ralph 
Appezatto presented the First 
Place plaque in the Adult and 
Youth Walking Unit category to 
that group; Christine Allen, also of 
Out on the Island, called the event 
“healing for the community.” 

Teller, who told the B.A.R. the 
group had approached the parade 
in a spirit of fun and patriotism, 
agreed the plaque signaled a sin¬ 
cere attempt by the city to build 
bridges to the gay and lesbian 
community. 

The night before, the Alameda 
City Council voted down 3-1 a 
proposal introduced by 
Councilman Charlie Mannix to 
ban all council proclamations. The 
bill was seen as an attempt to 
deflect criticism of the council’s 
failure to proclaim June as Gay 
Pride Month at its June 20 meet¬ 
ing. 

The Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors, as well as the neigh¬ 
boring cities of Oakland and 
Berkeley, all issued pride month 
proclamations, according to the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club. 

Nearly 30 speakers testified 
against Mannix’s measure at the 
July 3 meeting, including 
Scientific Instruments President 
Morten Wellhaven, who said he 
received telephone calls from the 
NAACP objecting to the possible 
loss of Black History Month if the 
measure passed. Last week, 
Wellhaven, age 43, pulled $1.25 
million in corporate banking from 
Alameda. 

Wellhaven said the applauding 
crowds at the parade were proof 
that, “If the city council is out of 
touch, certainly the rest of the 
community is not.” 

Homophobes did make their 
presence felt in dribs and drabs 
along the parade route. One 
woman wielding a sign reading 
“Great to be straight!” quickly 
admitted to a reporter that her hus¬ 
band made her do it. A few 
woman sang choruses of “Jesus 
Loves You.” 

Agreed councilwoman Karin 
Lucas, “I think it was great fun. It 
certainly was a good-natured 
crowd.” Teller’s partner, 
Alamedan Joyce Nance, and 
Allen’s nine-year-old daughter 
rode with Lucas in her car. 

A test of wills 

While she was relieved that 
many of the bad feelings generat¬ 
ed after the defeat of the procla¬ 
mation were relieved by the out¬ 
pouring of community support at 
the parade, Lucas told the B.A.R. 
she remains worried that the coun¬ 
cil is more interested in winning a 
test of wills rather than passing a 


proclamation and does not under¬ 
stand what is at stake. “I don’t 
think the majority of the council 
members have changed their 
minds,” she said. “They’re all 
retired, they have secure incomes, 
and they personally do not feel 
any pressure to attract new busi¬ 
nesses for new jobs in Alameda.” 

In a confusing rebuttal to 
charges leveled against the city 
council for excluding gays and 
lesbians from the hundreds of rou¬ 
tine proclamations. Mayor Ralph 
Appezatto told the B.A.R., “Gays 
and lesbians are part of the com¬ 
munity. That’s never been a ques¬ 
tion.” Yet he refused to comment 
on whether or not he would vote 
on a new Gay Pride Month 
Proclamation if one came before 
the council. 

Despite concessions from the 
mayor and a successful presence 
at the Independence Day parade, 
Wellhaven continues to threaten a 
letter writing campaign to bring 
Alameda’s homophobia to the 
attention of his 1,900 clients 


nationwide. 

Wellhaven said his plan to 
withdraw $1.25 million “is 
unstoppable,” but his negative p.r. 
campaign against the city - which 
would deliver the severest blow to 
Alameda’s economy - could go 
either way. ‘Things are still pretty 
volatile,” he said. 

Teller told the B.A.R. Out on 
the Island would lobby for some 
sort of alternative recognition this 
year and a Gay Pride Month 
proclamation in 1996. “I think we 
may have to wait until next year 
for a Gay Pride Month proclama¬ 
tion,” she said, “unless we do it 
fashionably late.” ▼

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Cal Supreme Court 
Upholds Hate Crimes

The California State Supreme Court released a significant 
decision on Monday, July 3, ruling that state hate crimes statutes 
are constitutional. 

The hate crimes laws allow for increased civil and criminal 
penalties against individuals who commit crimes motivated by 
hatred for a victim’s race, religion, national origin, or sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

The court made the ruling after hearing two appeals of hate 
crime convictions. 

One of the appeals was in the San Francisco case of Moira 
S., who, with other Nazi skinheads and another juvenile female, 
was convicted in 1992 for her role in the brutal anti-gay bashing 
of several gay men in an altercation in front of Orphan Andy’s, 
a popular Castro area diner. Two of the men that she attacked, 
Jonathan Ebarb and Chris Minor, have since died of AIDS. 

The juvenile defendant was 17 years old at the time. She 
received a relatively light sentence of work-release incarcera¬ 
tion, community service and probation for her role in the 
vicious attacks. The adults in the case were sentenced to sever¬ 
al years in state prison on felony assault with deadly weapon 
charges in connection with the beatings. 

Comments were unavailable at B.A.R. press time from gay 
Assistant San Francisco District Attorney Chuck Haines, who 
gave oral arguments to the Court in favor of the statutes for the 
California Trial Lawyers Association, and Keith Vines, who 
handled the successful prosecution of the case. ▼

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enator Jesse Helms 
railed against AIDS 
funding in the New York 
Times this Wednesday, 
inventing statistics and 
blaming victims, as usual. He 
showed once again that he would 
like to see people with AIDS do 
more than merely die; he wants to 
see them die as examples, in as 
much agony as possible. 

Surely such callous and vicious 
views are beyond even the worst 
aspects of the overall American 
psyche - one hopes. We keep won¬ 
dering: Is it only things like gays in 
the military that can “provoke a 
backlash” among our fellow citi¬ 
zens? Couldn’t - shouldn’t - the 
GOP’s indifference to pain and 
death provoke the equal and oppo¬ 
site reaction? 

Helms, it must not be forgotten, 
has built his empire on the col¬ 
lapsed lungs of smokers, yet he 
calls us “revolting.” This senator 
who wishes to see less money pro¬ 
vided for disease sufferers has lined 
the pockets of tobacco companies - 
disease carriers - throughout his 
career. And if he could move more 
money from people with AIDS to 
people with tobacco companies, he 
would; he will. 

These days there are vast 
amounts of money flowing uphill, 
away from the needy and into the 
pockets of the greedy. The pro¬ 
posed new tax break for the rich is 
one appalling example of the new 
reverse Robin Hoodism; the GOP’s 
darling so-called Defense Budget is 
another. 

We say “so-called” because it is 
so obviously lacking in defense 
where it is needed. It is all directed 
outside our borders, Maginot Line 
like, and will provide no protection 
against the most common govern¬ 
ment destabilizer in the last decade: 
internal despair from within. 

Like Bosnia, Rwanda, and the 
former Warsaw Pact countries, the 
realest and worst potential for dis¬ 
aster now faced by America is a 
fractionalized populace; outside 
agitators come way down on the 
list of threats. 

Despite that obvious fact, and 


despite the Pentagon budget’s pre¬ 
ponderance of expensive, useless, 
sleek toys for the generals, the 
GOP (including Helms) clamor for 
ever more money to pour in a pit of 
intercontinental whatnots and 
spaced-based doohickeys. 

Perhaps the way to get back to 
reality is to force everyone to 
acknowledge that everything in the 
national budget is, in some way, a 
defense. Certainly if the Christian 
Coalition can frame a demand for 
sectarian public school prayer as 
“religious freedom,” it ought to be 
easy to frame protection against 
AIDS - which has killed more 
Americans than the Vietnam con¬ 
flict - as “defense.” The same goes 
for education, the lack of which 
will have a worse impact on this 
country than another obsolete 
bomber. And the list goes on and 
on. 

Only when that happens will we 
support the constant call for more 
dollars for defense. 

A few months ago four of Walt 
Whitman’s notebooks were found 
after some 50 years of searching, to 
the delight of the gay bard’s fans. 
Among the treasures lurking with¬ 
in, according to Dennis Drabelle of 
Civilization magazine, was a sec¬ 
tion Whitman cut from his Leaves 
of Grass. The words, spoken by a 
slave, apparently, were these: 

“7 am a curse 

Sharper than serpent’s eyes in 
winds of the icefields 

O topple down Curse 

Topple down more heavy than 
death! 

/ am livid with rage! 

I invoke Revenge to assist me. ’’ 

Those are words that Jesse 
Helms and his GOP pals would do 
well to remember: large numbers 
of the people those politicians are 
meant to protect and lead - but 
have instead branded as curses - 
are heading for that livid, revenge- 
invoked sharpness. 

That’s not good for anyone, 
including us; chaotic anarchy is not 
the prevailing fad we hoped to see 
for the new millennium. 

We should start defending our¬ 
selves against it now. T

Why am I in Jail?

I didn’t see you at gay pride this year; I’m 
in Marin County Jail ’til August. If you’re 
wondering what a harmless kid like me is 
doing in a joint like this, so am I. 

I admitted possessing a few ounces of 
what George Washington called “hemp” (back 
when he grew it by the ton). I pled “no con¬ 
test,” saying I was innocent by reason of med¬ 
ical necessity, but that I felt compelled to 
waive my so-called “right” to trial because of 
the prosecution’s threat to escalate charges if I 
refused their plea “bargain,” and Judge 
Stephen Graham’s rulings that I had to decide 
my plea before finding out whether I would be 
allowed to present a necessity defense at trial. 

Judge Graham declared my plea “volun¬ 
tary,” and sentenced me to six months - the 
maximum - although it was undisputed that I 
possessed the pot for bona fide reasonable 
medical needs (migraine prevention and 
relief) and that I had a valid prescription for 
“Marinol” synthetic THC capsules (but my 
physician says he’d prescribe the natural herb 
if this were legal, since the anti-spasmodic 
benefits of cannabidiol, missing from the imi¬ 
tation, makes it more effective and its easier 
dosage control makes it safer). 

You probably think that’s grounds for 
leniency - or for no penalty at all, the policy 
adopted by SF and Santa Cruz voters nearly 4- 
to-1. The Marin board of supervisors unani¬ 
mously adopted a similar policy. Large 
majorities of the state legislature passed the 
Mello and Marks bills to the same effect. 
Surgeon General Elders declared her support. 
But Marin D.A. Jerry Herman’s office says it 
doesn’t matter what the surgeon general, leg¬ 
islature, supervisors, voters, or you think, and 
that I deserved the maximum, based on my 
record (six pot busts in the 1990s alone - I’m 
never caught without) and my lack of contri¬ 
tion. 

But if Marin Public Health Director Tom 
Peters wasn’t committing peijury in testifying 
that marijuana is much safer than tobacco, 
alcohol, and most prescription drugs, then 
what am I to express contrition for? Even if I 
smoked as much as a tobacco addict (many of 
whom smoke over 10,000 cigs a year), as long 
as it doesn’t seem to be causing any signifi¬ 
cant problem (so unlike tobacco, alcohol, 
etc.), so what? 

Judge Graham and D.A. Herman agree 
with George Bush, Bill Clinton, Pete Wilson, 
and Kathleen Brown, that patients should be 
criminalized and jailed for using pot for heal¬ 
ing process to relieve nausea, pain, spasms, 
and other misery - regardless of what the 
medical profession says. But none of them is 
any kind of M.D., scientist, or known expert at 
anything but raising political “donations” 
(including from tobacco, alcohol, and patent- 
ed-drug profiteers), so who are they to tell 
doctors what they can or can’t prescribe? And 
what’s their motive? Is pot prohibition reli¬ 
gion-based, a Puritanical taboo on witchcraft 
and use of psycho-active herbs, or a protection 
of the tobacco, alcohol, and patented-drug 
profiteers, plus CIA dictators like Noriega? Or 
is it race-based - hence the legal double-stan¬ 
dard between “Scotch” and “Colombian?” 

If you’d rather end the drug-war than build 
more jails for innocent people like me, you’re 
invited to join the hundred individual and 
group co-plaintiffs of the Drug-War 
Constitutionality Class Action Plaintiffs 
Association in litigation seeking a declaration 
that drug prohibition (as distinct from rational 
regulation) is unconstitutionally cruel, unrea¬ 
sonable, and unequal. 

We seek to extend Roe v. Wade's medical pri¬ 
vacy and autonomy rights to medicines and 
paraphernalia for any legitimate health needs, 
and to enforce the Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act of 1993 that requires the gov¬ 
ernment to produce evidence of a “compelling 
interest” before enforcing drug laws against pey- 
otists, Rastafarians, and others who use con¬ 
trolled substances for ritual or spiritual purposes.

Even then I have bad days and 
weeks, but I hold on to hope and the truth deep 
within me. 

Advera is by no means the cure-all or a panacea 
for HIV and AIDS, and our ad campaign never 
indicated or hinted that it is, but it is an option. 
Granted, one of few options as a nutritional sup¬ 
plement. Yes, I would agree the product is costly, 
but instead of name calling and criticizing, let’s 
work together with Ross Labs and others to make 
this product more accessible to those who need it. 

I strongly encourage MediCal/Medicaid to provide 
the funding. Let’s stop the bureaucratic crap and 
see to it that products such as Advera are easily 
available, not waiting until someone withers away 
from wasting syndrome (that “re-active” 
approach). We need to take the politics out of this 
pandemic and return to a place of compassion, 
tenacity and unity!

Which they haven’t, 
even though every other recovery meeting hall on 
earth has such signs. Even though the bathrooms at 
18th St. Services Hall are often turned into the 
neighborhood shooting gallery, putting us all at 
risk on many levels. (I did get the Mayor’s Office 
and the local powers that be to crack down on the 
blooming heroin trafficking that was starting up on 
the comer of Church & Market several months ago 
- but this had nothing to do with any 12 Step 
Fellowship or policies. I live in the neighborhood.) 

18th St. Service has done nothing to help with 
the problem of addicts using their property to 
inject drugs as well as threaten members who 
attend meetings there and others. 

My favorite line from 18th St. management 
came when I asked if they would please adopt a 
“No Weapons” policy at the meeting hall.

(Another universal policy in all recovery centers.) 
But, no! They feel that certain individuals wear 
weapons as “pieces of jewelry,” specifically mem¬ 
bers of the gay/lesbian leather community. Well, as 
a longtime leather man, I used to wear a huge knife 
on my belt, but it was clear to me that I was carry¬ 
ing a weapon. I am grateful that in recovery I have 
learned that violence is unacceptable and no longer 
carry a weapon or the attitude that accompanies it. 

18th Street Services should be ashamed of its 
attitude. It should be ashamed of its failure to deal 
with the problems in its meeting hall. It should be 
ashamed of its “fuck you!” message to the 12 Step 
meetings that became dependent on it after it 
bought out the other meeting hall that was there 
and made promises to us that it hasn’t kept. 

Even though I have referred quite literally hun¬ 
dreds of men to their services, I am currently angry 
at their screwing the recovery community and their 
lack of community awareness or concern over the 
fact that their hall is on the verge of becoming a 
liability rather than an asset to the neighborhood. (I 
know they got the place painted, but that was all 
done via donations and does not begin to touch the 
real problems there.) 

And please don’t tell me about the Republican- 
White-Supremacists cutbacks: I know. We know. 
But financial hardships are not an excuse to screw 
your friends or loved ones.

We were informed that Frameline arranged for 
Mr. Chionglo’s participation at this year’s event. 
However, at the last minute (day of his film’s 
screening) and hours before FTFA’s community 
reception and dinner, FTFA learned that “a mix up 
occurred” and as a result Mr. Chionglo remains in 
the Philippines. To confound the situation, despite 
FTFA’s repeated follow-up calls. Frameline did not 
respond to issues and concerns we wanted 
addressed in preparation for his community recep¬ 
tion. 

The Filipino community and FTFA with great 
anticipation looked forward to Mel’s presence. We 
recognize him as “an up-and-coming Filipino 
Director” who follows in the footsteps of Lino 
Brocka, who continues to have international 
acclaim. 

Therefore, we question Frameline’s commit¬ 
ment to “true representation and inclusion” in the 
body politic of lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
discourse in the medium of film. And, how coinci¬ 
dental, that this should occur when this year’s 
pride theme is World Without Borders. 

An apology can not adequately rectify the 
wrong done to a predominantly immigrant com¬ 
munity awaiting the opportunity for a dialogue 
with “one of our own.” We ask that Frameline set 
a special day in its future programming for 
Filipino cinema celebrating and discussing 
Filipino lesbian and gay identity both in the 
Philippines and in the United States of America.

Remembering 
a Ray of hope 


fficer Ray Benson, truly 
,y one of San Francisco’s 
"4 finest, lost his long and 
painful battle with AIDS 
at Ralph K. Davies Hospital on the 
morning of June 28. In my 17 
years writing this column, it has 
only been used twice to honor a 
gay/lesbian member of our com¬ 
munity (the last and only other 
being Harvey Milk), but when a 
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gay man dies who has served this 
city so well and was as respected 
as Ray, I must let the readers know 
what it was that made him so spe¬ 
cial and so well-liked both in the 
gay/lesbian community and San 
Francisco itself. 

Ray Benson, a longtime friend 
of mine, Bob Ross’s and many of 
the staffers at the Bay Area 
Reporter , was special. Indeed, he 
was very special to all who knew 
him. 

Never a week goes by anymore 
that I don’t see an obit in the 
B.A.R. of a friend or acquaintance. 
For so many of us, reading of the 
passing of someone we knew or 
loved has, unfortunately, become 
almost the norm. However, Ray 
was a good friend of mine for the 
past ten years, and somehow, this 
one hurts a bit more. 

Bom and raised in San Diego, 
where he later studied architecture 
at San Diego State, Ray came to 
San Francisco soon after complet¬ 
ing college, knowing, as he once 
told me, “This is the place I 
always wanted to really call my 
home.” He liked what he saw of 
police work and soon became one 
of the very first openly gay San 
Francisco police officers. 

From the beginning of his 
police career, Ray fought against 
the stereotypes of gay men and 
proved that - like his fellow open¬ 
ly gay/lesbian officers now in the 
department - he could be a good 
cop. From the time I started work¬ 
ing at the Hall of Justice more than 
ten years ago, I never once heard a 
bad word about Ray Benson. A 
very popular officer, he just 
seemed to fit in. 

Ray took great pride in his abil¬ 
ity to bring together all sorts of 
people to work hand in hand with 
the Police Department. Visiting 
him in the hospital before he 
passed, he and I talked “police 
talk” for a while, and I left his 
room that night knowing full well 
how much the guy really liked his 
fellow cops, particularly those at 


Mission Station, and what enor¬ 
mous respect and fondness he had 
for Captain Jack Santos. 
(“Wayne,” he said, “he’s probably 
the best captain in the department. 
He is so damned fair and hard¬ 
working that everyone at the sta¬ 
tion admires him.”) 

After I was appointed to the 
Police Commission in August 
1993, Ray thought nothing of call¬ 
ing up “the Commish” to make 
sure any officer who was in any 
kind of trouble “got a fair shake” 
from those of us on the commis¬ 
sion. Never asking for special 
treatment, he only wanted to be 
sure “our cops” were being treated 
fairly. In his last few years, Ray 
became very active with the Police 
Officers Association and stood 
squarely behind any officer he felt 
was in need of help. 

Some years ago, a dedicated 
group of citizens founded the “My 
Favorite Cop” program, where cit¬ 
izens, merchants, and complete 
strangers could honor a particular 
cop. Ray was the recipient not 
once but twice for doing what he 
would say only “goes with the 
job.” (To date, no other police 
officer has won the coveted “My 
Favorite Cop” award twice.) 

In 1985, then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein proclaimed September 
24 “Officer Raymond Benson 
Day.” At a special benefit held this 
past spring. Mayor Frank Jordan 
named April 9 “Officer Raymond 
Benson Day” in San Francisco. 

Ray leaves behind his life part¬ 
ner, Richard Ernst; his parents, 
Raymond and Beverly Benson; 
sisters, Nancy and Alice; and his 
brother, Robert. As the Police 
Department noted this week, “Ray 
could be tough on the streets, but 
he was a gentle man who only 
wanted to be loved. Now the 
streets that Ray patrols are paved 
in gold and lined with angels. 
Sleep well, our friend; your shift is 
over.” 

Please know, Ray, that your 
many friends miss you already.

thropist/major checkbook 

Democrat. Clinton aides blamed 
his tardiness on meetings with UN 
Secretary Boutros Boutros-Ghali 
and Polish President Lech Walesa, 
who were also in town celebrating 
the UN’s 50th birthday. However, 
those sessions, it seems, ended 
nearly six hours before the dinner.

One is that a censorship-free 
Internet is absolutely critical to the 
development and maintenance of 
free societies. Think about this: 
how able were you to get, on a 
confidential basis, information on 
lesbian/gay folk from lesbian/gay 
folk when you wanted it? Would it 
have made a difference in your life 
to have been able to do so sooner? 
How accessible were these materi¬ 
als? Would you have liked to be 
able to bypass the various gate¬ 
keepers in your community, 
including book-banning fundies, 
to access that information? 


Vital access 

You know where I’m leading, 
of course: access to a computer 
with a modem and Web browser 
means access to our community, 
which means access to self-esteem 
and maybe even life itself. (And 
remember to increase the impor¬ 
tance by a couple of orders of 
magnitude for the trans kids.) Web 
browsers even find the sites of the 
information for you - you define 
the search parameters - and can 
place electronic bookmarks to 
help you return there quickly. (The 
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links, being hypertexted, are non¬ 
linear, so forget any talk of com¬ 
puters being “boy toys” that good 
PC lesbians shouldn’t use.) So 
when the nervous types talk about 
legislation to keep the ’net free 
from “indecent” material, I get 
frightened: too many folks consid¬ 
er even the most innocuous infor¬ 
mation on homosexuality ipso 
facto indecent. 

The other point is how ludi¬ 
crous it is to say that this young 
man, and the even younger 
woman from Virginia, were some¬ 
how swept down upon and bam¬ 
boozled by some sort of older, 
craftier procurers. Think of all the 
seduction technique that does not 
translate into text on a screen hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of miles away. 
On the Internet, there is no tone of 
voice, no facial expression (or not 
much, she [;-)] winked), no physi¬ 
cal touch, no plying with drink, 
drug, or bauble - and no combina¬ 
tion of the above. 

Of course, it’s easier to lie on 
the ’net, but much harder to be 
charismatic. You may achieve a 
meeting of the minds, but that 
doesn’t mean the chemistry will 
follow. 

To say “yes” to these alleged 
seducers/predators, each teenager 
had to make a conscious decision 
to plan a long-distance trip and 
then take that trip, from which a 
return was possible at any time. Of 
course, neither set of parents can 
admit their child was voluntarily 
sexual - that the son went looking 
for hot male-male action or that 
the daughter was a 14-year-old 
slut (albeit a clever and computer- 
literate slut, which I don’t mean as 


a slur). 

However, those are the facts. 
No one held the proverbial gun to 
their heads. No one got them into 
a situation in which it was difficult 
to say no. All they did was make a 
sexual option available, and these 
young people went to great 
lengths to avail themselves of 
those options. 

Hypocritical 
hue and cry 

It is, therefore, hypocritical to 
raise a hue and cry about “preda¬ 
tors” instead of worrying whether 
the individuals are safe and 
healthy - which doesn’t translate 
to “still a virgin.” Their trips may 
have been ill-advised - being 
underage in a strange city and 
dependent on the kindness of 
strangers is no position I would 
envy. Or, they end up adventures 
to tell the grandchildren. Either 
way, adolescents making their 
own decisions about their own 
sexuality is no excuse for sicking 
Big Brother on the ’net to curb 
thought crimes and speech crimes. 

I’m way too suspicious to be 
completely laissez-faire on free 
seductive speech. I think NAM- 
BLA ruins far fewer lives (and is 
less manipulative) than the non- 
organized North American Ghetto 
and Trailer Court Man-Girl 
Pregnancy Association. Still, I’m 
not convinced they’re on the level 
- there’s liking them young, and 
there’s liking them prepubescent 
(the latter of which brings up 
questions of informed consent). 
Neither do I trust postal inspectors 
to stay on this side of entrapment. 
Nor fundies who say combating 
child sexual abuse interferes with 
daddy’s biblical authority as head 
of the family. 

Still, there are better ways to 
prevent exploitation than censor¬ 
ship, like focusing on non-consen- 
sual acts or their advocacy. As dis¬ 
gusting as some of the speech on 
the ’net can get, and as intimidat¬ 
ing as the sexism, homophobia, 
and racism on it can be, our best 
reaction (in terms of the good of 
our community) would be to 
develop thick hides, use sarcasm 
to make bullies back off (they eat 
“gentle, angry people” for break¬ 
fast), and kick butt in the free mar¬ 
ketplace of ideas. A sanitized 
Internet is a heterosexual Internet. 


UCLA, Genentech Make 
Breast Cancer Breakthrough

A novel method to make spe¬ 
cific breast cancer cells more vul¬ 
nerable to hormone therapy can 
help doctors decide how best to 
treat women suffering from the 
malignancy, researchers said June 
26. 

The study indicates the com¬ 
monly used drug tamoxifen may 
not be the best treatment choice 
for some breast cancer patients, 
the scientists said in the journal 
Oncogene. 

“The research provides doctors 
with important new information to 
help decide between treating 
breast cancer with hormone thera¬ 
pies, such as tamoxifen, or using 
more aggressive treatments, such 
as chemotherapy,” said Dr. Dennis 
Slamon, director of clinical 
research at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, Jonsson 
Comprehensive Cancer Center 
and chief of hematology/oncology 
research at the medical school. 

An estimated 182,000 U.S. 
women will be stricken with 


breast cancer during 1995, and 
some 46,000 will die, according to 
the American Cancer Society. Bay 
Area women have the highest 
breast cancer rates in the world, 
and lesbians have the highest rate 
among Bay Area women. 
Treatment options include 
lumpectomy (removal of the 
tumor); mastectomy (removal of 
the entire breast), radiation thera¬ 
py, chemotherapy, hormone 
manipulation therapy, or a combi¬ 
nation of these. 

The study, funded by 
Revlon/UCLA Women’s Cancer 
Research Program, the National 
Cancer Institute, the U.S. Army 
Breast Cancer Research Program, 
and the Stop Cancer Foundation, 
shows the alteration of the gene 
HER-2/neu has more severe con¬ 
sequences than previously 
believed, said Dr. Malcolm Parker 
of the Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund in London. 

The gene affects production of 
a protein that regulates cancer cell 
growth. Its alteration, or overex¬ 
pression, occurs in about one-third 
of breast cancer cases, said Dr. 


Cornelia Gorman of Genentech 
Inc., a South San Francisco 
biotechnology firm. 

The researchers found 
increased activity of the gene in 
breast cancer cells decreases both 
the numbers and effectiveness of 
protective hormone receptors, 
such as the estrogen receptor that 
helps regulate breast cell growth. 

“The HER-2/neu gene appar¬ 
ently acts as a ‘trump card’ that 
overrides the effects of protective 
hormone receptors, such as the 
estrogen receptor,” said Dr. 
Richard Pietras, assistant profes¬ 
sor of hematology/oncology at 
UCLA. 

The presence of the estrogen 
receptor in breast cancer cells is 
the best indication that a patient 
will respond favorably to hor¬ 
mone treatment with the drug 
tamoxifen, currently one of the 
most effective treatments avail¬ 
able for breast cancer, said Dr. 
Mark Sliwkowski of Genentech. 

Cancer cells’ sensitivity to 
hormone therapy increases when 
an antibody is used to lower the

Online Censor Rethinks What Is ‘Objectionable’

Online media have become the 
latest targets of censorship cam¬ 
paigns around the world. In 
response, various “self-censor¬ 
ship” programs are being devel¬ 
oped by computer companies. 
Although touted as software solu¬ 
tions to the censorship problem, 
these programs raise troubling 
concerns for the lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual communities. 

SurfWatch Software, Inc. 
recently released “SurfWatch,” a 
new product that the company 
describes as a “breakthrough.” 
According to the manufacturers, 
SurfWatch “Helps you deal with 
the flood of sexually explicit 
material on the Internet. By help¬ 
ing you to be responsible for 
blocking what is being received at 
any individual computer, children 
and others using your computer 
have less chance of accidentally or 
deliberately being exposed to 
unwanted material.” 

To accomplish the program’s 
objective, SurfWatch utilizes a 
database of newsgroups, World 
Wide Web pages, and other on¬ 
line sources that the company 
deems “objectionable.” 

Online activist Christopher 
Kryzan reports that this list of cen¬ 
sored sites had included many that 
“clearly do not contain sexually 
explicit materials, but rather pro¬ 
vide information, education, 
resources and calendars of 
events.” Among the blocked infor¬ 
mation services were those pro-

vided by the Queer Resources 
Directory, the 

Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual 
Association of the University of 
California at Berkeley, the Maine 
Gay Network, and even the 
International Association of Gay 
Square Dance Clubs. 

Following complaints that the 
“self-censorship” software could 
block - in a very real sense - 
access to young gays’ history, 
community, and - indeed - their 
future, the company announced 
that those sites will not be blocked 


Anti-Gay Brazilian 
Stripped of Internet Access

RIO DE JANEIRO - Brazil’s 
foremost Internet access provider 
decided June 30 to revoke the 
access privileges of engineer 
Carlos Zamith, who used the sys¬ 
tem to advocate torturing gays and 
leftists, provoking considerable 
debate in the country and around 
the world. 

The Brazilian Institute of 
Economic and Social Analysis, or 
Ibase, banished Zamith from log¬ 
ging onto the Internet access net¬ 
work it operates, Altemex, saying 
his extremist messages violated 
basic standards of computer com¬ 
munications and of the institute. 

Other access providers, how¬ 
ever, condemned the institute’s 
decision, saying its role was only 
to provide the means for users to 
get into the computer network - 
not to pass judgment on the con¬ 
tent of the messages. 

Ibase coordinator Carlos 
Afonso defended the action. 


“Ibase is a participant in the 
Association for Progress in 
Communications, and in its decla¬ 
ration of principles it is established 
that it will work in favor of peace, 
of progress in human rights, and 
the rights of peoples,” he said. 

Afonso said Zamith had been 
warned about the nature of his 
messages, but the 29-year-old 
electronics engineer persisted in 
keeping it up until Altemex direc¬ 
tors decided to block his access. 

In his messages, Zamith said 
Brazil was being dominated by 
terrorists with ties to the Workers 
Party, and that torture and the 
death penalty were the only way 
to deal with leftists and criminals. 

He also reportedly insulted 
gays and expressed nostalgia for 
the DOI-CODI, a military-intelli¬ 
gence organization charged with 
widespread torture and repression 
in the 1970s. 

Human rights groups in Brazil 
have charged that Zamith’s uncle, 
Colonel Jose Ribamar Zamith,

is just the beginning,” he said. 
“There will be more SurfWatches 
to come, some probably bearing 
the label of the radical right, and 
our vigilance in monitoring our 
rights to access information must 
accelerate, if anything.” He fur¬ 
ther warns: “We must be vigilant 
in ensuring that some self-pro- 
claimed Guardians of the Internet 
do not impose their personal 
morals and values on the commu¬ 
nity at large, conducting, in effect, 
a worldwide book-burning in this 
electronic library .... We must not 
let all topics of a gay, lesbian or 
bisexual nature get swept up in a 
frenzy of censorship.” ▼

in the next release of SurfWatch. 
Kryzan reports that “SurfWatch 
has also decided to put together an 
advisory board to assist in the 
review of sites, and has committed 
to include members of the queer 
community on this board. 

“This is a very positive step, I 
believe,” he said. “We will be 
working with them to identify key 
individuals who are savvy with 
issues of queer youth online to 
assist in this role.” 

However, Kryzan urges cau¬ 
tion as well as enthusiasm. “This 


was responsible for torture during 
the period of military rule in 
Brazil. 

Charles Miranda, director of an 
Internet access operation with 
5,000 subscribers, said the Ibase 
institute’s decision “constitutes a 
clear case of censorship.” 

Mauro Bertaglia, president of 
STI BBS, said the role of access 
operators was “to provide the 
tools and technical conditions, and 
not to judge the personal discus¬ 
sions held by associates.” 

A number of Internet users in 
Brazil pledged to wage an interna¬ 
tional campaign against the deci¬ 
sion to cancel Zamith’s access, 
although Ibase said the decision 
was based on its own declaration 
of principles. 

Zamith said he did not know 
whether he would contest the 
decision. 

“I am tired of fighting alone,” he 
said. “If they want to hand the coun¬ 
try to terrorists like them [Ibase], 
there’s nothing I can do.” V

Interfaith Luncheon Connects AIDS, Religious Communities

The Reverend Cheryl Ward 
delivered a speech of hope and 
personal responsibility at a June 
23 Interfaith Luncheon, to 
Oakland religious leaders who she 
said are just beginning to 
acknowledge the needs of 
HIV/AIDS patients in their con¬ 
gregations. 

The keynote speaker, Ward 
filled the ballroom with her enter¬ 
taining, motivating, and booming 
voice as she addressed the rapt 
crowd of approximately 65 fellow 
ministers and healthcare workers 
for Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties. The cruel realities of 
government funding for public 
healthcare will mean greater 
responsibilities fall on the East 
Bay religious community, she 
said. “What will you do, religious 
leaders, when the ‘manna’ runs 
out?” she asked over and over, 
speaking of a temporary allotment 


of food referred to in the Bible. 

Ward presented a call to arms in 
ending discrimination against HTV 
and AIDS patients, a problem 
throughout the epidemic. “Until 
those who look just like us get sick, 
we are unaffected,” she said, and 
urged a change from that pattern. 
“Pain is universal. We know it must 
be painful to live alone. But it must 
be even more painful to die alone.” 

Moreover, this day of reckon¬ 
ing between the church and the 
AIDS community must occur, said 
Ward, because “The era of hand¬ 
outs is just about over.” It’s time to 
stop letting the right wing make 
decisions for us, as well, she 
added. 

Ward delivered a similar mes¬ 
sage last spring, when Allen 
Temple hosted the first ever ser¬ 
vice in the East Bay dedicated to 
HIV and AIDS patients. This lun¬ 
cheon is an outgrowth of that ser¬ 
vice, at which Ward asked church 
members to end hatred of homo¬ 


sexuals and people sick from HIV 
infection. The Interfaith Coalition 
was formed as a result, to begin 
the process of education and for¬ 
mation of AIDS support pro¬ 
grams. Its importance was obvi¬ 
ous, since some Oakland ministers 
attending were unaware that the 
AIDS Office even existed. 

Supervisor Keith Carson also 
spoke, and emphasized that 
churches should be the center- 
piece of community coalitions. 
Office of AIDS Administration 
Director Eugene Richards remind¬ 
ed the audience, “AIDS attacks 
human beings. Not gay people, 
bisexuals, women, kids. It kills 
human beings.” ▼

San Jose Teachers Battle 
Board on Domestic Rights 

Grievance arbitration hearing set for September 1

San Jose School teachers are in a dispute with the 
school board over the issue of domestic partners 
health benefits. 

The San Jose Board of Education narrowly (3-2) 
rejected the unanimous recommendation of the Cost 
Containment Committee to extend health benefits to 
domestic partners. 

Tommye Hutto, manager of the communications 
department at the California Teacher’s Association in 
Burlingame, confirmed information first reported in 


UPDATE, a publication of the San Jose Teachers 
Association affiliated with the California Teachers 
Association and the National Education Association 
(CTA/NEA). 

San Jose Teachers Association believes the rejec¬ 
tion violates their collectively bargained contract 
which prohibits discrimination based on marital status 
or sexual orientation. Hutto explained the Teachers 
Association is a union and the action stems from a 
member employee filing a grievance, asserting Article 
5920 of the agreement had been violated. A grievance 
arbitration hearing is scheduled for September 1. ▼ 


Chowchilla Demo Demands 
Healthcare for Women Inmates 

Cost of treatment: almost half a month's wage

A coalition demanding healthcare for women pris¬ 
oners will demonstrate at the Central California 
Women’s Facility in Chowchilla (CCWF) this 
Saturday, July 8, at noon. 

The newly formed California Coalition for Women 
Prisoners will demonstrate at the gates at the world’s 
largest women’s prison in Chowchilla also to support 
a class action lawsuit filed by women prisoners April 
4, demanding “an immediate improvement to the life- 
threatening medical care given to all women prisoners 
in the state.” 

The facility at Chowchilla incarcerates nearly 
4,000 women including a growing population of 
women prisoners with serious illnesses such as cancer 
and AIDS, said activists Karen Shain and Judy 
Greenspan. 

Shain, of Legal Services for Prisoners with 
Children, said women are now being charged $5 to go 
to sick call, which amounts to almost 50 percent of a 


prisoner’s monthly wage. Additionally, Shain said, 
Spanish-speaking women prisoners get worse care 
because there are not enough bilingual personnel on 
staff to explain and treat medical problems. And some 
seriously ill women prisoners are ‘medically unas¬ 
signed’ and have no income. 

‘Prison equals death’ 

Greenspan, project director of the HIV/AIDS in 
Prison Project of Catholic Charities, said medical care 
at Chowchilla is now worse than ever. “Short prison 
terms for nonviolent offenders at CCWF are becom¬ 
ing death sentences because of serious medical 
neglect of women prisoners,” Greenspan said. 

Demonstrators will also picket in front of the new 
Valley State Prison for women across the road from 
CCWF, Greenspan said. 

The new prison has no medical facilities, and class 
action lawsuit plaintiffs are being threatened with 
transfer to the new prison because of their participa¬ 
tion in the legal action, she said. T

Why Lesbian Cops Love the 
Hayward Police Department

Although gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple have historically had good rea¬ 
son to associate the words 
“police” with “harassment,” and 
many still can’t imagine working 
in the field of law enforcement, an 
increasing number of homosexual 
officers are establishing careers on 
police forces across the country. 
One town where lesbian cops have 
been able to work relatively free 
of crippling homophobia is the 
East Bay town of Hayward. 

“I think we’ve all had our 
struggles, especially in the begin¬ 
ning. But all in all, I think [the 
Hayward police department] is a 
great place,” officer Ramona 
Hernandez told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I’ve been out for quite 
a long time, and I think we’re 
treated very well.” 

Hernandez is one of six out les¬ 
bians on the force, and has worked 
in law enforcement for 13 years so 
far. “If you’re respected as a cop, 
then everything else will go along 
with it,” she said. “Some people 
aren’t liked just because of their 
personalities, and it’s got nothing 
to do with their sexuality.” 

Through the years, she said the 
force has always been supportive 
of her: internal affairs investiga¬ 
tors ferreted out and squashed 
gossip ridiculing a commitment 
ceremony between Hernandez and 
her former lover, then a sheriff’s 
deputy; and former Hayward 
Police Chief Joseph Brann later 
intervened with Alameda County 
Sheriff Charles Plummer when a 
Sheriff’s Academy trainer refused 
to let Hernandez pin a badge on 
her then-lover during a sheriff’s 
deputies graduation ceremony. 


The speakers’ panels are made up 
of out lesbian officers and other 
city employees, telling their life 
experiences. 

Hayward Officer Pam Bell told 
the B.A.R. that hiring more of any 
kind of sexual or ethnic minority 
helps the police department better 
reflect the community, and meet 
larger cultural awareness goals 
that departments across the state 
ought to implement for their own 
good. This was echoed in a 1990 
report by Brook J. McMahon, 
Chief of Police for the Pismo 
Beach Police Department. The 
study, completed by the 
Commission on Peace Officers 
Standards and Training, outlined 
demographic realities to which 
traditionally homophobic organi¬ 
zations like police need to adapt if 
they are to offset an expected drop 
in the size of the enrollment pool: 
“A climate of greater acceptance 
[must be fostered] for groups such 
as Blacks, Hispanics, Orientals, 
and gays, now underrepresented 
in law enforcement, which now 
tends to be all white and male in 
California.” 

Hernandez is herself what she 
glibly describes as a “three-strik¬ 
er”: female, Hispanic - her bio¬ 
logical roots are Swedish and 
Dutch; she was adopted at birth by 
a Hispanic couple - and lesbian. 
She told the B.A.R. she began her 
law enforcement career as a police 
assistant after graduating from a 
Hayward high school. “When I 
turned 21 I wanted my badge. 
They wouldn’t hire me here so I 
left and went to work for the 
Alameda County Sheriff’s 
Department, and got my badge. A 
year and three months later, a 
female lieutenant [in Hayward] 
called me up and said, ‘Come on 


“the most beautiful child in the 
world.” 

Cherish the lesbians 

Overall, Hernandez, Bell, and 
Orrey credited the department lead¬ 
ership, including Lieutenant Jim 
Trimble and current Chief Craig 
Calhoun, for aggressively pursuing 
tolerant policies towards all minori¬ 
ties, including gays and lesbians. 

Bell stressed the importance of 
that support by superiors, saying, 
“I don’t want it to sound like 
everyone unanimously loves and 
supports and cherishes the les¬ 
bians here. That’s not the case. 
What’s happened is that the 
department has set up a system 
where it’s not acceptable to make 
gay jokes, lesbian jokes, etc. - in 
the hall, in the locker room.” 

In his 1993 book Gay Cops, for¬ 
mer New York City police lieu¬ 
tenant Stephen Leinen reported that 
by 1992 - 11 years after Hernandez 
started in Hayward - only ten cities 
actively recruited gay officers: 
Atlanta, Boston, Los Angeles, 
Madison, Wisconsin, Minneapolis, 
New York City, Philadelphia, 
Portland, San Francisco, and 
Seattle. It took Dallas police until 
1993 to hire any lesbians or gays 
because of existing sodomy 
statutes, according to Leinen. 

And although Hayward has 
removed some important psycho¬ 
logical and social barriers, domes¬ 
tic partners there do not enjoy reg¬ 
ular spousal benefits - yet. 
However, according to Orrey, 
their police association has negoti¬ 
ated funeral leave under the city of 
Hayward’s domestic partnership 
program and they will continue to 
push for expansion into health and 
other insurance benefits. For that 


to happen, according to Orrey, the 
statewide Public Employees 
Retirement System would have to 
okay it, at a time when Governor 
Wilson is adamantly opposed to 
domestic partnership benefits. The 
next round of contract negotia¬ 
tions will come up in 1996. T

Diversity training 

While Hayward has been 
unsuccessful in recruiting gay 
men so far, it has instituted gay- 
friendly policies in internal pro¬ 
grams and community outreach 
that are years ahead of the police 
departments in Berkeley and 
Oakland, two neighboring cities 
with substantially larger gay and 
lesbian populations. School 
Resource Officer Christine Orrey, 
who has been with the Hayward 
department for nine years, facili¬ 
tates a wide ranging diversity pro¬ 
gram begun in 1990. 

“And to have gays and lesbians 
included in that is a really incredi¬ 
ble thing” because homosexuality 
is addressed as more than a 
lifestyle choice, she said. “It’s 
basically opening up their minds 
to other peoples’ perspectives.”

Openly gay, and with cachet 

Post Office To Issue Tennessee Williams Stamp

In an historic event, the United States 
Postal Service will honor an openly gay man 
for his profound contributions to American 
society and culture next October when it 
releases a first class stamp bearing a portrait 
of the controversial late playwright and 
author Tennessee Williams. 

Williams, who is best known for the 
groundbreaking Pulitzer Prize winning dra¬ 
mas A Streetcar Named Desire, The Glass 
Menagerie, and other works including Cat 
On A Hot Tin Roof, choked to death after he 
accidentally inhaled the cap of a pocket- 
sized drug inhaler in Manhattan on February 
26, 1983 at the age of 72. 

A brilliant but deeply tormented figure 
whose works often depicted individuals in 
crises who faced severe personal and social 
obstacles such as insanity, isolation, and 
impotence, Williams battled alcoholism and 
drug addiction for most of his adult life. 

The United States Post Office is a gov¬ 


ernment agency but receives no federal 
funds; the sale of stamps and other fees for 
service completely fund the operations of 
the corporation. In order to be considered 
for a postage stamp, an honoree must have 
made a significant contribution to American 
life and also must have been dead for at least 
ten years. 


Lick him good 

“It’s a wonderful thing that the old queen 
finally got someone licking up to him,” 
quipped National Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force spokesperson Robert Bray. “He occu¬ 
pies a prominent place in American culture 
and arts. He was an eccentric, colorful, con¬ 
troversial man, like a lot of performing 
artists in our community. It’s terrific his art 
and accomplishments are being honored on 
a stamp.” 

Bray said that he wasn’t concerned about 
the inevitable criticism from right wing reli¬ 
gious and political figures and commenta¬ 


tors who may decry the choice of Williams 
for a stamp. 

“I think it’s entirely appropriate that les¬ 

bian and gay people 
are honored by our 
government for 
their contributions 
to our society. If 
Jesse Helms does¬ 
n’t like it, he can 
just go buy Elvis 
Presley,” Bray said. 

“He was one of 
my favorites when I 
was growing up,” 
said Supervisor 
Carole Migden. 
Letter-perfect: “Tennessee 

Tennessee Williams Williams is an 

American hero who 
was a talented play¬ 
wright and celebrity. Our community is 

pleased to claim him as one of its own.” 

Migden said that Williams - like every 


other lesbian and gay man of his generation 
- was deeply scarred by the social prejudice 
and hatred against gays. 

“He was a bit of a self-loathing queen, 
but it’s impossible not to be raised in the 
midst of such hatred and not internalize it,” 
she said. “The important thing is to remem¬ 
ber that we have the ability to challenge that 
homophobia and acknowledge each other 
and ourselves and our contributions. And we 
spend our lives getting better at that.” 

Bray said that while the stamp honoring 
Williams is important to our community, 
he’d also like to see other openly gay people 
honored for their contributions to gay 
American culture. 

“There are scads of queer philatelists out 
there eagerly awaiting a stamp honoring 
Harvey Milk,” he said. ▼

THIS WEEK IN GAY HISTORY 


0 beautiful, by lesbian pen

One hundred years ago a lesbian teacher published a 
poem she wrote while awed by the beauty of Colorado 
Springs - a town that has since grown famous as a cradle of 
right wing religious and political extremist groups. Those 
few stanzas would become the lyrics to “America the 
Beautiful,” the timeless anthem to the continent’s natural 
splendor. 

Katharine Lee Bates was already a recognized poet when 
“America” was published in a publication called The 
Congregationalist on July 4, 1895, two years after she 


returned to Wellesley College from a summer teaching job at 
Colorado College. The poem became an instant hit this 
week, providing her with a lifelong income. 

By all accounts, the tight-knit community at Wellesley 
knew that Bates, the head of their English Department, was 
the lover of economics professor Katharine Coman. The 
couple frequently tutored in their home, and hosted parties 
for students and other members of the Wellesley faculty. 

“Their relationship was by no means unusual in either its 
passionate tone or its duration of a quarter of a century,” his¬ 
torian Judith Schwartz stated in 1979. “[Bates and Coman] 
are excellent examples of a fairly typical type of all-inclu¬ 


sive, emotionally fulfilling partnership that arose between 
two members of the predominantly female communities 
such as Wellesley.” 

If she were alive today, Bates’s “lifestyle” might have 
precluded her success in Colorado Springs and The 
Congregationalist. Although she taught at a strictly Christian 
college, and was the oldest daughter of a minister, she 
nonetheless struggled with the entire concept of religion. She 
apparently found some measure of divinity in Coman, 
according to Schwartz; she wrote her lover while studying in 
England, “Your love is a proof of God. ... I love it and I love 
you and I love what shadowy hint of God comes to me.” ▼

from the former motorcycle club, 
which initially won a small claims 
court judgment against him in 
connection with the loss of the 
funds. 

The motorcycle club failed to 
establish by a preponderance of 
the evidence that Magennis 
“breached any legal duty that gov¬ 
erned his responsibilities as club 
treasurer” or that any breach of 
duty on Magennis’s part caused 
the loss of the clubs funds. 

Magennis, who has AIDS, said 
that he was unfairly convicted in 
the eyes of the public, and the 
notoriety destroyed his reputation. 

In civil lawsuits and claims, all 
a judge or jury needs to rule in 


favor of the claim is a “preponder¬ 
ance of evidence” that the cause 
of action occurred. 

“It’s the slightest shred of evi¬ 
dence that tips the scales,” Shalit 
said. “There was no evidence of 
wrongdoing.” 

Magennis called the case a 
“gross defamation of character,” 
and said that it had strongly divid¬ 
ed the San Francisco leather com¬ 
munity. 

Magennis said it was important 
to punish wrongdoers, but also 
said that people must not forget 
that “in America one is innocent 
until proven guilty,” and that he 
was vindicated following a two- 
year battle to clear his name of 
“slanderous falsehoods.” 

The Superior Court judgment 
was issued by Judge Pro Tern 
Jeffrey Wohl. ▼

End of a Lifelong Love Affair 


Ashes of Longtime Lovers, Navy Vets, Scattered at Sea

Russell and Billy were lovers 
for the better part of their lives, a 
relationship that came to a bitter¬ 
sweet ending here in recent 
weeks. Bitter only because it had 
to end, and sweet because it lasted 
so long and they had so many 
good times together. 

Russell Le Clair and William 
“Billy” Hanson lived together in 
San Francisco for 45 years, and 
died within five weeks of each 
other this year, according to their 
longtime friend Phil McPherson. 

The well-known couple lived 
together in a penthouse at 
Washington and Leavenworth 
streets for some 30 years before 
their deaths in recent weeks. 
Both men have been cremated. 


and their ashes were separately 
scattered on the Pacific Ocean - 
appropriately enough, since both 
served in the Navy during World 
War II; Hanson also served in the 
Army during the Korean con¬ 
flict. 

McPherson told the B.A.R. that 
Hanson first met Le Clair when he 
came to San Francisco on leave. 
They met in a bathhouse, long 
before those establishments were 
all closed by the city’s heath 
department. 

Le Clair - born in 
Massachusetts of French 
Canadian parents - and Hanson, 
of Norwegian stock, were hand¬ 
some, debonair, and popular. Russ 
had a barber shop on Hyde near 
Post for more than 20 years. Billy, 
who came from Wisconsin, had a 


natural aptitude for electronics 
and loved to tinker with anything 
in that field. He also occasionally 
regaled them with a “camp thing 
he did on Mrs. Olson’s coffee 
commercial,” recalled David 
Gaskin, another friend of both 
men for 20 years. 

Throughout their life together, 
the couple loved to travel the 
world, but only infrequently went 
out to bars while in San Francisco. 
Le Clair, who smoked three packs 
of Sherman cigarettes a day, died 
of lung cancer on May 15 at the 
age of 67. Friends told the B.A.R. 
Hanson had long been dependent 
on Le Clair on many levels, and 
“When Russ died there was noth¬ 
ing left for him.” He died five 
weeks later on June 20 of natural 
causes. ▼

AIDS 
Memorial 
Quilt Archive 
Project 
announced 

On June 12 the 
NAMES Project 

Foundation announced 
plans to begin an archive 
of all 31,000 panels of 
the AIDS Memorial 
Quilt. Through photogra¬ 
phy and digital technolo¬ 
gy, the AIDS Memorial 
Quilt Archive Project 
will create a permanent 
visual record of the 
world’s most recogniz¬ 
able symbol of the AIDS 
epidemic, and will ulti¬ 
mately make electronic 
images of the quilt avail¬ 
able to people around the 
world through on-line 
technology and in multi- 
media packages. 

The effort will not 
interfere with scheduled 
national and internation¬ 
al displays of the quilt. 
Names Project 

spokespersons said. 

The first step in the 
Archive Project - pho¬ 
tographing each quilt 
panel - is already under¬ 
way in a specially 
designed studio in the 
San Francisco offices of 
the NAMES Project 
Foundation. 
Photography of the 
entire quilt will take two 
to three years to com¬ 
plete. 

The AIDS Memorial 
Quilt was first displayed 
in October, 1987 at the 
second national gay and 
lesbian march on 
Washington. It then had 
1,920 panels; today it 
contains some 31,000 
panels and occupies an 
area equivalent to 18 
football fields. 

“This archive of quilt 
images will not replace 
the quilt, but it will radi¬ 
cally amplify the quilt’s 
powerful message about 
the global tragedy that is 
AIDS and the steps we 
can take to stop it,” said 
Anthony Turney, execu¬ 
tive director of the 
NAMES Project

Lambda, Other Groups Back 
‘Right To Marry’ Resolution

The Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund sponsored a strategy session in 
Washington, D.C. June 13 to shore up commit¬ 
ment for a resolution of support towards the 
Right to Marry Project. Organizer Amelia Craig 
told the B.A.R., “The meeting was historic 
because it was the first time that there has been 
a coalition formed among all the national les¬ 
bian and gay organizations to work together on 
a project.” 

Craig, who is the Managing Attorney at 
Lambda’s Western Regional office in Los 
Angeles, explained that while they expect a 
marriage to be made gender-neutral in Hawaii 
soon, a backlash similar to gays in the military 
could create a worse situation than the original 
discrimination. If they can get enough support 
beforehand, she explained, that kind of mess 
could be prevented. 

Jennifer Pizer, an attorney for Lambda and a 
large San Francisco firm, said that it’s impor¬ 
tant to get the word out now. “There’s only so 
much you can do with a lawsuit,” she said, cit¬ 
ing Roe v. Wade, which won in the courts but 
which has yet to provide all women full access 
to legal abortions. “[Gender neutral marriage] 
could be an ephemeral victory if it mostly 
serves as a rallying cry to the other side.” 

The resolution simply reads, “Because mar¬ 
riage is a fundamental right under our 
Constitution, and because the Constitution 


guarantees equal protection of the law. 
Resolved, the State should permit gay and les¬ 
bian couples to marry and share fully and 
equally in the rights and responsibilities of mar¬ 
riage.” 


Steering together 

Craig told the B.A.R. that the promise of a 
concerted effort among groups nationwide was 
the most pleasing 
result of last week’s 
conference. “Heads of 
the lesbian and gay 
civil rights organiza¬ 
tions will work togeth¬ 
er as a steering com¬ 
mittee to develop our 
strategy for how we as 
a community are 
going to prepare the 
larger gay and lesbian 
community, the bisex¬ 
ual community and the 
transgender communi¬ 
ty, and the public for 
the backlash that we 
anticipate after a vic¬ 
tory in the Hawaii case,” she said. 

The participating groups were, in alphabeti¬ 
cal order: the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the Asian-Pacific Islanders Lambda chapter of 
the Japanese-American Citizens League, Black 


Gay and Lesbian Leadership Forum, Gay and 
Lesbian Parents Coalition International, Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund, Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation (GLAAD), Gay 
and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders, The 
Human Rights Campaign Fund, Lesbian and 
Gay Community Services Center of New York, 
Latino/Latina Lesbian and Gay Organization, 
Log Cabin Republicans, Los Angeles Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services Center, National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, National Organization of 
Women, and Parents and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays. 

Craig said that the Marriage Resolution was 
organized because Lambda saw that without 
proper planning, a major shift in public policy 
towards gays can quickly deteriorate into a 
backlash. Not all gays have to agree that mar¬ 
riage is for them, she added, for the freedom to 
be obviously important. “We should be the ones 
choosing whether or not to get married. The 
government shouldn’t be foreclosing on that 
option for us.” 

She pointed out that Lambda and other 
groups continue to fight for domestic partner¬ 
ships and alternative family structures. “We’re 
fighting for the right to both,” she said. 

Pizer underscored the philosophical reasons 
behind the Marriage Resolution. “We’re think¬ 
ing affirmatively of where do we want society 
to be,” she said, “and how do we want to get 
there?” T

Smith, Mindy Spatt, Steve 
Squires, Kelly Tadlock, Jesse 
Tepper, and Tadd Tobias. 

‘This ruling reminds law 
enforcement officials that 
they will be held accountable 
when they infringe upon a 
person’s civil liberties,” 
Goldberg said. “Members of 
ACT UP and other non-vio¬ 
lent political groups should 
not be singled out by govern¬ 
ment officials for invasive 
inspection or surveillance.” 

Under the U.S. Marshal 
Service’s written policy, strip 
searches are prohibited 
unless “there is reason to 
believe that the prisoner may 
be carrying contraband or is 
considered suicidal or an 
escape risk.” 


The appellate court, over¬ 
turning a 1993 lower court 
ruling, rejected the marshals’ 
contention that they had rea¬ 
son to believe the protesters 
were carrying weapons and 
posing a threat. 

Lambda’s Goldberg said, 
“The marshals’ flimsy expla¬ 
nation would have given law 
enforcement carte blanche to 
strip search whomever they 
wished.” 

The appeals court sent the 
case back to the trial court to 
determine damages and lia¬ 
bility stemming from the 
invasive search. 

The ten protesters were 
also aided by attorney Tom 
Steenson from the Portland 
firm of Steenson and 
Schuman, and cooperating 
attorneys from the New York 
firm of Brown Raysman and 
Millstein. ▼

State Enacts Lungren’s 
Sex Offender Tracking Line

SACRAMENTO - California 
adults can now call a 1-900 “sex 
line” with a difference: the new 
number won’t provide the typical 
titillation, but it will tell them if 
other people they know are con¬ 
victed sex offenders. 

State officials said the new 
phone system that opened 
Monday, June 3 was proposed by 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, as 
a way to offer parents more infor¬ 
mation about an estimated 35,000 
child molesters living in 
California. 

By law, convicted sex offend¬ 
ers must register with local law 
enforcement when they move into 
a community. 

For a $10 fee, callers with 
detailed information on someone 
they suspect can call (900) 463- 
0400, which will provide them 
with detailed information on child 
molesters. 

The enabling legislation, by

Republican Assemblywoman 
Barbara Alby of Fair Oaks, was 
reportedly crafted to address con¬ 
cerns that the proposal could lead 


to witch hunts and endanger 
paroled convicts. To use the sys¬ 
tem, callers must be over 18 years 
of age and explain why they need 
the information. They must have 
the subject’s name and a specific 
physical description, and may also 
be asked to provide an address, 
driver’s license number, social 
security number, or date of birth 
of the subject. 

“I think this system is the first 
step in the long road to preventing 
people from being victimized, 
especially children,” Alby said. 

Some groups have expressed 
concern that the 900 line could 
create a dangerous environment 
for parolees who could be 
harassed, assaulted, or intimidat¬ 
ed when they try to return to soci¬ 
ety. 

Alby said the system was 
merely designed to provide par¬ 
ents with enough information to 
protect their children from child 
molesters that move into their 
communities. ▼ 


Marijuana Initiative 
To Hit ’96 California Ballot? 

Including, but not limited to, medical use by PWAs

SACRAMENTO - A proposed 
ballot measure has been cleared for 
circulation that would make it pos¬ 
sible for Californians to use mari¬ 
juana, buy the herb in specialty 
stores, and obtain release from 
prison if they have been jailed for 
using it. 

Advocates of legalizing mar¬ 
ijuana received the go-ahead 
from the Secretary of State’s 
Office Thursday, June 29 to try 
and place the issue before voters 
next year. 

The broad measure would 
allow residents to grow the plant 
for personal use, block drug 
tests for marijuana in the busi¬ 
ness world, and allow inmates 
convicted of using the drug to go 
free. 

Jack Herer, sponsor of the 
initiative and spokesman for 
Help End Marijuana 
Prohibition, or HEMP, said the 
sweeping proposal would help 
end what he characterized as a 
useless ban on marijuana use. 

“Nobody has ever died from 
pot that wasn’t shot by an igno¬ 
rant cop,” Herer said. 

Under the proposal, residents 
would be able to grow and use 
marijuana for recreational and 
medicinal purposes. Businesses 
would receive permission to use 
the sturdy plant in clothing, 
paper-making, and other ven¬ 
tures. 

Hemp clothing has become a 
growing segment of the clothing 
industry, but producers must 
turn to other parts of the world 
to obtain the plant for fabric. 

Some of the more controver¬ 
sial components of the measure 
would free up to 35,000 inmates 
convicted of using marijuana 
and release another 100,000 
convicts from parole for crimes 
related to the drug, Herer said. 

Businesses and insurance 
companies would be barred 
from testing people for marijua¬ 
na, and entrepreneurs would be 


allowed to set up specialty stores 
of Amsterdam-style marijuana 
bars under the proposal. 

Herer defended marijuana 
use and said studies have shown 
that using the drug can be a 
health benefit. 

“People that smoke pot live 
longer than those that use no 
drugs at all,” Herer said. 

One part of the initiative 
would allow patients to use mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes. 


Democratic Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos of Santa Clara is 
carrying legislation that would 
allow patients with AIDS, can¬ 
cer, glaucoma, and multiple 
sclerosis to use marijuana to 
help alleviate their pain. 

Governor Pete Wilson vetoed 
similar legislation last year. 

Initiative supporters must 
gather more than 433,000 valid 
signatures by November 27 to 
place the issue before voters. ▼

Yeager Campaign 
Jump Starts in S J.

Volunteers and staffers of all ages and many races enthusias¬ 
tically gave Ken Yeager a rousing response, in both monetary 
contributions and pledges of door-to-door support, when he offi¬ 
cially announced his candidacy for Assemblyperson for the 23rd 
District at his election headquarters in San Jose on Sunday, June 
25. Campaign treasurer Leslea Hamilton estimated the crowd at 
about 75 percent gay, 25 percent straight. 

Veteran South Bay activist Wiggsy Sivertsen opened the 
meeting with a spirited “We Can!” as she urged contributions 
and volunteer sign-ups. “Just remember,” she warned, “I know 
who you are, and I can be much more abusive over the phone 
than I am in person.” 

Former State Senator Dale McCorquedale, who represented 
the Stanislau-Modesto area in Sacramento and was a Santa 
Clara County Supervisor before that, introduced Yeager. He 
emphasized the degree to which Yeager is the opposite of the 
hellfire-preaching right wingers and their repressive actions that 
lost him his San Joaquin Valley senatorial post, and educated the 
prospective community volunteers: ‘The best way to spread 
your election message is to stand on someone’s front porch,” he 
said, “explaining why you are for the candidate and leaving the 
campaign literature with that person.” 

The marathon man 

Yeager followed up on McCorquedale’s emphasis on door- 
to-door campaigning: he linked his door-to-door electioneering 
to the marathon running he has been doing since 1992, and said 
that kind of community coverage will be his marathon competi¬ 
tion for the nine months until next March’s primary election. 
Because the 23rd Assembly District has such a heavy 
Democratic registration, winning the primary is tantamount to 
securing the post.

‘Swaggering 

homophobia’ 

“The comments by Lungren’s 
office are astounding,” said 
American Civil Liberties Union 
Attorney Matt Coles, head of the 
ACLU’s National Lesbian and 
Gay Rights Project. 

“I would expect to see a brief 
like that from the attorney general 
of Alabama. But it’s the kind of 
unshielded and swaggering homo¬ 
phobia that we’ve come to expect 
[from Lungren],” Coles said. 

In his briefs arguing for dis¬ 
missal, Loomis argues that 
Holmes has no federal constitu¬ 
tional basis for his lawsuit 
because the United State Supreme 
Court affirmed Bowers v. 
Hardwick, a Georgia case that 
held there is no fundamental con¬ 
stitutional right to engage in 
homosexual acts, and that such 
sex acts can be criminalized and 
people who engage in them can 
“implicitly be fired.” 

Loomis observed that every 
federal circuit court that has 
addressed the issue has decreed 
that homosexuals are entitled to 
no “special constitutional protec¬ 
tion,” and wrote that bias against 
homosexuals is acceptable 
because “it is still okay to be prej¬ 
udiced or biased ... against crimi¬ 
nals, such as molesters and ped¬ 
erasts, and to fire them for it.” 

Holmes was appropriately dis¬ 
charged by the National Guard, 
Loomis said, and California offi¬ 
cials had no duty but to “ministe¬ 
rially administer” the mandatory 
federal discharge procedures and 
are probably immune from civil 
action. 

Holmes had no valid legal 
claims on which to sue, Loomis 
said. 

“In sum. Holmes is irked that 
the Constitution does not recog¬ 
nize anything special about his 
own favorite nasty habits,” 
Loomis argues. 

Possible 

complaint to the Bar 

Loomis declined to talk to the 
Bay Area Reporter and referred all 


questions concerning his written 
comments to the state attorney 
general’s press office. 

“We have a good press office 
with people who are trained and 
get paid to deal with the press,” he 
said. 

Kuo told the B.A.R. that 
Loomis’s argument ignores state 
labor codes and other California 
law, including military and veter¬ 
an’s codes as well as constitution¬ 
al equal protection laws that pre¬ 
vent the CANG from discriminat¬ 
ing against Holmes by firing him. 

“There has been no admission 
on the part of Lieutenant Holmes 
that he has engaged in any prohib¬ 
ited conduct. The only issue is 
whether he can be thrown out and 
lose his career for merely saying 
that he is gay,” Kuo said. 

Loomis’s briefs have been also 
been brought to the attention of 
the professional responsibility 
committee of Kuo’s law firm for 
review for possible complaint to 
the State Bar of California, Kuo 
said. 

The incident further damages 
Lungren’s credibility among les¬ 
bian and gay voters. He has been 
under intense fire lately for join¬ 
ing a recent friend of the court 
brief that asked the Supreme 
Court not to rule Colorado’s anti¬ 
gay Amendment Two unconstitu¬ 
tional; he also asked the 
California Supreme Court to sup¬ 
port the use of police undercover 
agents to entrap gay men for vio¬ 
lating public sexual solicitation 
laws. 

The attorney general took 
those actions for “complex legal 
reasons,” which have been mis¬ 
construed by opponents as anti¬ 
gay, a Lungren spokesman said. 

The spokesman also attempted 
to distance the attorney general 
from the Holmes case briefs, say¬ 
ing they were written by one of 
almost 1,000 attorneys working 
for the office and that Lungren 
didn’t personally serve the motion 
to the federal court. 

The lawsuit, which seeks 
Holmes’s immediate re-instate- 
ment in the California Army 
National Guard, goes before 
Judge Saundra Brown Armstrong 
on Tuesday, July 25 in Federal 
District Courtroom 3, located at 
1301 Clay Street in Oakland. ▼ 


WeHo Unity Monument 
Helps To Fund AIDS Fight 

Cuervo 1800 hopes to raise $100,000 for AHORA 



A 27-ft. steel-and-fiberglass monument promoting both unity and the 
fight against AIDS will mark the entrance to WeHo come September.

In keeping with Pride 25’s 
theme “A World Without Borders” 
and the march last Sunday on the 
50th anniversary of the United 
Nations, “Cuervotivity ... a 
Celebration of Unity” will pre¬ 
miere soon in West Hollywood, 
part of a program to help promote 
the unity of peoples and cultures 
and fund the fight against AIDS. 

A 27-foot-high sculpture enti¬ 
tled “Unify the Present Celebrate 
the Future,” created by Javier 
Vasquez - also known as 
“Jazzamoart” (Jazz-Love-Art) - 
will be unveiled September 14. 

Jazzamoart, a 43-year-old resi¬ 
dent of Mexico City, was selected 
for the project in 1993 through a 
national search in Mexico. This 
project marks his first exposure to 
the U.S. arts community, although 
he is well known in his homeland 
as a preeminent contemporary 
artist. 

“Jazzamoart is one of the most 
outstanding and recognized inter¬ 
preters of Mexican art today,” said 
Dr. Gerardo Estrada, director gen¬ 
eral, National Institute of the Arts 
in Mexico City. 

The sculpture is a triangular 
tower made of steel and fiber¬ 
glass, and will be permanently 
installed as a gateway to the City 
of West Hollywood at the inter¬ 
section of Santa Monica 
Boulevard and Doheny.

Gay Atheist Founder 
Dies; Organization 
Expires With Him

The outspoken and dedicated 
leader of American Gay Atheists, 
Inc. has died of AIDS related 
causes, and the organization he 
helped found has - by his instruc¬ 
tion - expired with him. 

Don Sanders, who had served 
as national director of American 
Gay and Lesbian Atheists since it 
began in 1983, died May 17. He 
was 44. 

The organization’s co-founder 
Mark Franceschini - Sanders’s 
life partner - died in 1992. 

Sanders’s will stipulates that 
two tepid board members be 
stripped of authority to continue 
the organization, and instead asks 
that all newsletters and archival 
materials associated with 
American Gay Atheists, Inc., be 
delivered to American Atheists, 
Inc. 

In his will, Sanders indicated 
he feared the organization he 
directed would be used “to enrich 
individuals and not to further the 
cause of Atheism in the lesbian 
and gay community” after his 
death. 

Information provided to the 
Bay Area Reporter by American 
Atheists in Austin, Texas, says 
Sanders’s life was dedicated to 
“helping keep state and church 
separate and dispelling religious 
mythology, which he viewed as 
humankind’s single greatest 
impediment to freedom.” 

Sanders wrote in 1989 that 
“American Gay Atheists aggres¬ 
sively fights for atheism everyday. 
By upholding the principles of 
atheism, we are thereby support¬ 
ing the right of every human 
being, regardless of sex, sexual 
orientation, age, physical condi¬ 
tion, race, or creed, to enjoy 
equality of access to basic civil 
rights, to which we are entitled by 
right of birth.” 

Sanders also spoke against gay 
churches, saying they “hide the 
truth that Christianity is the under¬ 
lying force which, to this day, 
makes gay men and women sec¬ 
ond-class citizens.” 

In remarks published in the 
American Atheist in June, 1989 
Sanders said, “Smoothing over 
the atrocities committed in the 
name of Christianity, gay minis¬ 
ters have become ‘Uncle Toms’ of 
the gay culture by helping to per¬ 
petuate a system of attitudes, 
practices, rituals, and beliefs that 
has bound mankind for centuries.” 

A letter signed by Jon G. 
Murray, who succeeded his moth¬ 
er, Madeline Murray O’Hare, as 
president of American Atheists, 
Inc., describes Sanders as a “spir¬ 
ited combatant for civil liberties.” 

Murray also said, however, 
that “as a heterosexual, I do not 
feel that I am closely enough 
attuned to the concerns of the gay 
community to be an effective pro¬ 
ponent of gay rights.” 

But, he added, “I stand against 
all discrimination on the basis of 
sex, or sexual orientation, and 
many of my colleagues in 
American Atheists, Inc., are gay 
men and women, and I accept 
them fully as comrades in the 
fight for freedom from religion.” 

Information provided by 
American Atheists, Inc. says that 
in January 1991 Sanders was pre¬ 
sented a certificate of apprecia¬ 
tion by ACT UP Houston “in 
recognition of his dedicated 
involvement and outstanding con¬ 
tributions, for meritorious service 
to the community in the battle

against AIDS, for the year 1990.” 
It was a personal battle which he 
sadly, later, lost.T

Boy sheds HIV infection 
—but what does it mean?

. n March, the New England 
Journal of Medicine pub¬ 
lished the report of a child 
seen at the University of 
California at Los Angeles who 
was determined to be HIV-posi-

tive shortly after birth, but then 
somehow cleared the HIV infec¬ 
tion. This case is very different 
from most infants bom to HIV+ 
women who may test antibody¬ 
positive. then later test antibody¬ 
negative. 

The difference, seemingly 
small, is in distinguishing anti¬ 
body-positive and virus-positive. 
The test commonly used to diag¬ 
nose HIV infection looks for anti¬ 
bodies to HIV. Antibodies are cre¬ 
ated by a person’s immune system 
in response to an infection. That’s 
why an adult who was recently 
infected (less than 6 months) may 
not test antibody-positive. 

Babies are bom with elements 
of their mothers’ immune system 
including antibodies to many dif¬ 
ferent viruses. These maternal 
antibodies help a baby’s develop¬ 
ing immune system to respond to 
infections. Maternal antibodies to 
different viruses stay with the 
child for differing periods of time. 
In the case of HIV, babies bom to 
positive women will lose their 
maternal antibodies by 18-20 
months of age and, if uninfected, 
would then test antibody-negative 
- or sero-revert. In the United 
States, about 70-80% of HIV- 


exposed infants will eventually 
sero-revert. If a child still tests 
HIV-antibody-positive by 18 
months, then he/she has begun to 
produce his/her own antibodies 
and is therefore considered HIV- 
infected. 

This can be confusing to par¬ 
ents and physicians who may be 
unfamiliar with HIV and are rely¬ 
ing on the standard antibody test 
for diagnosis of HIV infection. 
For example, parents might at first 
be told their baby has tested HIV¬ 
positive - when in fact, the 
infant’s true status is still uncertain 
- and then later told the child is 
HIV-negative. Most babies who 
initially test HIV-positive (then 
test negative) were never really 
infected but tested HIV-positive 
because of maternal antibodies. 

What about the boy who 
cleared the infection? 

The boy in this case is different 
than most HIV-negative children 
born of HIV-positive women. 
From birth, he was followed in a 
research facility where doctors 
were confirming different tests 
that look for the vims itself or 
indications of HIV infection other 
than the antibodies. He was there¬ 
fore tested on multiple occasions 
with different tests. The possibili¬ 
ty of laboratory error (such as con¬ 
tamination with another blood 
sample) is unlikely because sam¬ 
ples were saved and retested later. 
Furthermore, he has been fol¬ 
lowed longer than other children 
suspected of clearing perinatal 
HIV infection - he’s now five 
years old - and shows no sign of 
HIV. 

The boy’s blood and/or plasma 
were cultured for HIV at birth 
(cord blood), 19 days, 33 days, 51 
days, 3 months, 12 months, 14 


months, 28 months, and numerous 
times between 3-5 years. He was 
tested by Polymerase Chain 
Reaction (PCR) at 33 days, 14 
months, 28 months, and several 
times between 3-5 years. He was 
also tested at similar intervals for 
antibodies, HIV IgA, and p24 anti¬ 
gen, using the standard test and 
the more sensitive ICD p24 anti¬ 
gen test. He consistently tested 
negative for p24 antigen and HIV 
IgA - not surprising if the vims 
was inactive. He tested positive 
for (his mother’s) antibodies until 
ten months, when he started losing 
them. 

Apoptosis: 

not a breakfast tart 

Like all living things, cells 
have a certain life span. They are 
bom, they do their job, and then 
they die. This natural cell death is 
called apoptosis. 

In some pregnancies, none of 
the mother’s infected cells get into 
the baby. In others, infected cells 
are transferred to the fetus or new¬ 
born and cause HIV infections. 
However, in an unknown number 
of cases, the mother’s infected 
cells may get into the baby but die 
off naturally before they can infect 
the child. 

In the case of this child, it was 
at first suspected that perhaps 
some of the mother’s infected 
cells were still in the child’s blood 
system. However, the initial posi¬ 
tive result was at 19 days, by 
which time the maternal infected 
cells should have died off natural¬ 
ly. And the infant also tested posi¬ 
tive a month later. 

Although the culture from the 
newborn cord blood failed to grow 
any vims, the child’s blood cul¬ 
tured positive at 19 days, suggest¬ 
ing that he was possibly infected 
at birth, but not during pregnancy. 


At 33 days, he tested both blood 
and plasma culture-negative, but 
PCR-positive! Researchers might 
have concluded that the baby was 
HIV-positive since he has one pos¬ 
itive culture and one positive 
PCR, however more blood and 
plasma cultures were done at 51 
days old to confirm diagnosis. 
These cultures also produced pos¬ 
itive results. Since four out of the 
six more sensitive tests produced a 
positive result, it was assumed that 
at 1-1/2 months old, the infant was 
HIV-infected. However, the child 
was tested with culture and PCR 
again on multiple occasions 
between the ages of 3 months and 
5 years, and consistently tested 
HIV-negative. 

Not the first person to 
clear HIV infection 

This boy isn’t the first report of 
a newborn who tested positive and 
negative later. Both the Italian 
Register of HIV Infection in 
Children and the European 
Collaborative Study reported 
small numbers (2.5 to 4.7%) of 
seronegative infants bom to HIV¬ 
positive women who showed 
some early laboratory sign of 
infection. Other U.S. researchers 
have also reported cases of unex¬ 
plained positive PCR, culture, or 
p24 antigen results in children 
who sero-reverted. Studies with 
adults at high risk of HIV infec¬ 
tion, as well as perinatally 
exposed children, have shown 
unique immune responses to HIV 
such as increased cytotoxic T-cell 
lymphocytes (CTL). So far 
researchers have not observed any 
such immune responses in the 
child referenced. However, addi¬ 
tional tests are being performed 
and the boy is being followed very 
closely in hopes of learning more 
about how he cleared the infec¬ 


tion. 

The authors did not reference 
what, if any, therapies were used 
during pregnancy or administered 
to the child. 

The article suggested that per¬ 
haps the boy really is infected, but 
the vims is hiding in the lymph 
nodes or brain. A lymph node 
biopsy has not been performed on 
the child. However, he has had no 
swelling of the lymph glands or 
developmental problems, symp¬ 
toms that might suggest a hidden 
infection. 

Another theory looks at the 
role of neutralizing antibodies. 
Neutralizing antibodies can’t kill a 
vims, but they can make it harm¬ 
less until it dies. Like other anti¬ 
bodies, they may be passed on to 
the baby at birth. In this case, the 
mother’s neutralizing antibodies 
could have neutralized the vims, 
either before, during, or after 
delivery. 

What does this mean 
for HIV+ people? 

What might all this mean for 
other HIV-exposed and HIV-posi¬ 
tive children and adults? 
Assuming that the child was tmly 
infected and is now no longer 
infected - which appears to be the 
case - it means that his immune 
system somehow managed to fight 
off the infection or he was infect¬ 
ed with a defective strain of the 
vims. If researchers can success¬ 
fully determine exactly what is so 
special about this child and others 
whose immune system cleared the 
vims, it may eventually lead them 
to new immune based therapies 
for HIV-infected persons, and/or 
methods for reducing perinatal 
(and other) transmission risk. It 
also might provide clues regarding 
disease progression and earlier 
identification of infected children. 
Perhaps the most important aspect 
of this one case study is that it 
gives us well-documented evi¬ 
dence indicating that persons 
exposed to HIV (in this case, 
specifically infants) can become 
infected and clear the virus. 
Certainly, this is just one of many 
such cases to be reported. 
Although it is doubtful that effec¬ 
tive immune-based therapies will 
immediately be derived from this 
one case study, it may give HIV¬ 
positive persons reason to be 
hopeful. ▼

Asserting that his resolve has grown since the 
conclusion of his mid-spring poll, Yeager pointed 
to the rapid recruitment of volunteers and the 
accumulation of financial support as his addition¬ 
al encouragement. The poll showed that he has 
valuable name recognition within the district, 
much of which he probably gained from his elec¬ 
tion to the board of trustees of the Evergreen 
Community College district. The poll also 
revealed that his “out” gay ness is no negative to 
him as a candidate. 

“We estimate that we need $200,000 for this 
campaign,” Yeager said, “and we have a sub¬ 
stantial amount of that already.” BAYMEC (Bay 
Area Community Elections Committee, the gay 
activist group in San Mateo, Santa Clara, and 
Santa Cruz Counties) has contributed $5,000, 
and Yeager is on the donor list of the Victory 
Fund. Also, he expects money from the 
statewide teacher’s union - he is himself a polit¬ 
ical science professor at San Jose State - and 


from other unions. 

Education and economics 

Yeager reminded the assemblage that one of 
his prime goals is to improve education within the 
23rd District, including the upgrading of voca¬ 
tional education and development of programs for 
acceptance of gay students and teachers on all 
campuses. 

Closely linked to his educational improvement 
objective is Yeager’s drive to improve the general 
fiscal status of the citizenry of the 23rd District, 
by attracting businesses to relocate within its 
boundaries. 

The list of endorsements for Yeager’s candida¬ 
cy already includes Elizabeth Birch, director of 
the Human Rights Campaign Fund; Rich Gordon, 
trustee of the San Mateo County board of educa¬ 
tion; Sharifa Wilson, vice mayor of East Palo 
Alto; and David Winslow, owner of American 
Data Management. ▼

dents should have the “choice” to 
enroll in JROTC courses. 

Neither of these City Desk 
reporters ever questioned whether 
or not lesbian and gay students 
should have the “choice” to attend 
schools free from homophobia, or 
whether San Francisco taxpayers 
should have a “choice” to with¬ 
hold funds from programs that 
teach children to shoot guns and 
bash gays. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence 
that both Taylor and Walsh are 
also employed by the San 
Francisco Examiner, which has 
editorialized strongly in support 
of JROTC (“Keep ROTC In City 
Schools,” June 27). Taylor covers 
local politics for the Examiner, 
while Walsh is responsible for the 
education beat. 

The Examiner's June 27 edito¬ 
rial page belittled JROTC oppo¬ 
nents, calling the failed school 
board resolution “a grandstanding 
attempt to influence national 
defense policy.” Opined the news¬ 
paper, “Most San Franciscans do 
not share the moral disapproval of 
all things military that is a major 
factor in the possible demise of 
JROTC here.” 

Significantly, what was unex¬ 
amined by the Examiner was “all 
things homophobic,” which are 
not simply a part of U.S. military 
policy, but are part of the JROTC 
curriculum itself. JROTC text¬ 
books encourage anti-gay bigotry, 
and the program does not hire 
openly gay instructors. 

Like Jackson, Taylor, and 
Walsh, the Examiner suggested 
that JROTC courses are some sort 
of educational right, and that any 
effort to deny this “choice” is dri¬ 
ven by a narrow (and narrow¬ 
minded) agenda. “Unfortunately,” 
the newspaper concluded, “the 
valid question of educational 
choice is clouded by an ideologi¬ 
cal bias against the nation’s armed 
forces.” 

In fact, it’s not an “ideological 
bias” that motivates the desire to 
rid our schools of JROTC. Rather, 
it’s a bias for truth ... because 
JROTC textbooks spread misin¬ 
formation about AIDS and HIV. 
It’s a bias for justice ... because 
JROTC policies promote and 
enact homophobia. And it’s a bias 
for self-preservation ... because 
JROTC programs create an envi¬ 
ronment in which angry young 
men think it’s permissible to pick 
up bats or guns, and spend the 
night spilling a little more queer 
blood.

The dearth 
of depth 

On June 18, the so-called 
“Reverend” Fred Phelps of 
Topeka, Kansas jetted into San 
Francisco to picket Freedom Day 
celebrations. In faxes sent to press 
outlets all over the nation, Phelps 
announced his plans to disrupt the 
“Filthy Fag Parade.” One fax fea¬ 
tured a cartoon of a small boy 
holding a “God Hates Fags” sign. 
The caption read: “Don’t Worry, 
Little Bro. ... AIDS Cures Fags!” 


Of course, Phelps and his small 
group of hatemongers offered no 
serious resistance to the parade. 
Unfortunately, however, one local 
TV station - KPIX - approached 
the Phelps demonstration with a 
quality of coverage that is charac¬ 
teristic of too many newscasts. On 
June 18, the KPIX evening news 
devoted a few minutes to the 
parade itself, and about an equal 
amount of time to an interview 
with Phelps. 

Of course, Phelps and other 
professional bigots should be big 
news. The face of homophobic 
hate ought to be displayed in all its 
ugliness. However, brief and shal¬ 
low reports - like the KPIX broad¬ 
cast - might actually serve to 
encourage such hate groups. 

In his new book The Racist 
Mind, Raphael Ezekiel presents a 
detailed study of hate groups in 
America. “They live by publici¬ 
ty,” Ezekiel explained in a recent 
interview. “It’s critical to this 
movement.” If the media want to 
cover hate groups responsibly, 
Ezekiel says, they must cover 
them “seriously, and in depth ... 
so you’re not just doing press 
releases for a Klan Wizard.” 

That seems like good advice 
for KPIX ... and most TV stations 
across the nation.

Making 

(air)waves 

Congressional efforts are 
underway to strike down what 
meager broadcast regulations still 
exist, with the exception of prohi¬ 
bitions against “indecent” and 
“obscene” communications. The 
de-regulation politicians are - 
ironically - quite anxious to 
expand any regulations concern¬ 
ing S-E-X. Rather, the rules that 
Congress wants axed are those 
which have - historically - 
encouraged fair use of the public 
airwaves and protected the indi¬ 
vidual’s right to “talk back” to 
television and radio conglomer¬ 
ates. 

For the time being, however, 
citizens can still make use of an 
important “personal attack rule.” 
This regulation - enforced by the 
Federal Communications 

Commission (FCC) - could be 
particularly important in the age 
of “Hate Radio.” 

According to this rule, when¬ 
ever a radio or TV station broad¬ 
casts a personal attack, “a tape, 
script, or accurate summary of the 
attack must be provided [by the 
station] to the persons or group 
attacked.” Generally, stations are 
not required to maintain or pro¬ 
vide the general public with such 
scripts or tapes - and they fre¬ 
quently refuse to do so. 

Additionally, radio and TV sta¬ 
tions are still required to maintain 
a “public file” at an “accessible 
place in the community.” In that 
file, stations must deposit “copies 
of applications filed with the FCC, 
reports of station ownership, 
information about the use of the 
station by legally qualified candi¬ 
dates for public office, special 
reports on employment practices, 
and a copy of an FCC publication 
called The Public and 
Broadcasting - A Procedure 
Manual, which explains how the 
public may participate in broad¬ 
cast licensing and related mat¬ 
ters.” Commercial stations are 
also required to “keep in their 
public file for three years written 
comments and suggestions that 
they have received from listen¬ 
ers/viewers.”

level of HER-2/neu receptor pro¬ 
teins in those cells, the 
researchers found. 

“We’ve successfully blocked 
the activity of HER-2/neu protein 
in clinical trials, and the results 
are promising,” Slamon said. 

“This work opens a potential 
new vista of treatment possibili¬ 
ties for patients whose tumors 
have the HER-2/neu alteration. 
Before our research, only 
chemotherapy was considered 
beneficial. However, now we can 
consider using the HER-2/neu

al therapy, in these particularly 
hormone-resistant tumors.” 

The study does not explain all 
the cases of breast cancer that 
develop a resistance to tamoxifen, 
but it does show for the first time 
the direct biological link between 
HER-2/neu and the estrogen 
receptor, said Dr. Mark Pegram of 
UCLA. 

“These findings point to the 
fact that physicians need to evalu¬ 
ate these two factors together 
before deciding whether to 
employ hormone manipulation 
therapy, such as the use of tamox¬ 
ifen,” Pietras said. “In some cases, 
other, more aggressive therapies 
such as chemotherapy may be 
more beneficial.” T

S uper 8 1/2 is a mocku- 
mentary about a faded 
gay pom star/director and 
the call-boy lovers, scene¬ 
stealing co-stars, devious rival 
directors and anal virgins in his 
life. It’s a Spinal Tap-Wkt take on 
the XXX world and its denizens, 
but it’s both funnier and more 
savage than the aforementioned 
film because writer/director/star 
Bruce LaBruce’s target is often 
himself. 

LaBruce plays a character 
known only as “Bruce,” a flesh 
filmmaker with a laundry list of 
personal and creative crises. His 
relationship with his hustler lover. 
Pierce (Klaus Von Brucker, 
LaBruce’s former real-life lover), 
is quickly coming apart. He hasn’t 
completed a movie in three years 
since haying a nervous break¬ 
down on the set of his ninth opus. 
The Reluctant Pornographer, 
thereafter known as Super 8 1/2 . 
Worse yet, he’s being exploited 
by an ambitious director, Googie 
(Liza LaMonica), who chronicles 
Bruce’s decline and fall in a doc¬ 
umentary in order to further her 
own career. 

Although he changes names to 
protect the innocent - and the not- 
so-innocent ~ much of LaBruce’s 
second feature film (the first was 
the skinhead love story No Skin 
Off My Ass ) is clearly autobio¬ 
graphical. Like his character in 
the movie, LaBruce proudly calls 
himself a pornographer, and 
includes several lengthy sex 
scenes (cum shots included) in the 
film to prove it. But also like his 
onscreen counterpart, LaBruce’s 
films have transcended mere jack- 
off fodder to become genuine 
cult/art-house successes. 

Super 8 1/2, which was actual¬ 
ly shot on 16 mm as well as 
grainy Super 8 (to recreate the 
look of early porn), is mainly

Keith Christopher 
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'KGAY FM' Mines Gay Chorus' Camp Sensibility 

In Unison

A rehearsal piano rings in 
the background and the 
noise of the crowd 
reverberates through the 
high-ceilinged room. As the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus 
gathers for its weekly rehearsal, 
some members practice dance 
steps at the front of the room, 
others mill about, chatting and 
joking. Still others - some shy, 
some ill - sit quietly in their 
places in long rows of seats. 

“It’s almost spiritual,” says 
Chorus president Luke 
Sheridan. “When you were a kid 
you went to church every 
Sunday. We come here every 
Monday to a sort of ritual.” 
When Stan Hill, the group’s 
artistic director, enters, the 
dancing stops, and members 


Part of a great tradition 

Church choirs and oratorio 
societies were once at the center 
of the musical and social experi¬ 
ence in the United States. They 
provided amateur singers the 
means with which to transcend 
the rigorous limitations of daily 
life. In our time, when the radio, 
phonograph and compact disc 
player have changed the way we 
listen to and even think about 
music, the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus is a relatively rare 
phenomenon, but the function it 
serves is perhaps as old as 
human society itself. 

The chorus’ first perfor¬ 
mance was on the steps of City 
Hall the night in November, 
1978 that Mayor George 
Moscone and Supervisor 
Harvey Milk were murdered. In 
1981, under the direction of

scramble for their seats as Hill 
sits at the piano and begins play¬ 
ing Pucciniesque vocal warm¬ 
ups. The result is startling, a 
blend of professional polish and 
amateur enthusiasm. 

This chorus of gay men, 
selected through audition, 
rehearses every Monday night 
and performs four major con¬ 
certs a year in addition to spe¬ 
cial appearances and outreach 
programs around the Bay Area. 
Like hundreds of other groups 
in the growing gay and lesbian 
choral movement around the 
world - a movement that began 
in San Francisco in the late ’70s 
- the group is dedicated to musi¬ 
cal, political and social outreach 
and the ineffable “spiritual” 
quality of support to which 
Sheridan alludes. 

“It’s one thing to belong to a 
chorus, it’s another to belong to 
a chorus in which everyone has 
this one very dominant thing in 
common,” says Hill, who has 
directed the group since 1989. 
“One of the things that was hard 
for some people to come to 
terms with was that this is a 
non-sexual, non-competitive 
environment, which, for the gay 
community, is a rare bird.” 
Indeed, as he jokes, cajoles and 
even insults the chorus from his 
perch atop an old table. Hill is a 
constant reminder that the artis¬ 
tic, social and spiritual benefits 
of singing in a chorus come at 
the price of some very hard 
work. 


Dick Kramer, the chorus under¬ 
took a groundbreaking tour of 
the United States, receiving rave 
reviews and inspiring gay men 
at each stop on the tour to form 
choruses of their own. Within a 
few years this lone “G-word 
chorus,” as Hill puts it, had 
inspired dozens of brother 
groups throughout the world. 

In its 17-year history, the 
chorus has not only revived 
much of the great choral reper¬ 
toire - some of the finest music 
of Schubert, Schumann and 
Brahms - but has also commis¬ 
sioned dozens of new choral 
works. When We No Longer 
Touch: a cycle of songs for 
AIDS survival, written by the 
late Kris Anthony, and per¬ 
formed earlier this year by the 
combined San Francisco and 
Los Angeles Gay Men’s 
Choruses, is just one example of 
this new choral music that 
speaks directly to the gay expe¬ 
rience. 

As Hill takes the group 
through its paces tonight, the 
chorus prepares a concert of 
popular music from the ’60s that 
will include comedy skits and 
dance routines. A far cry from 
Brahms, this music is neverthe¬ 
less difficult for a group this 
large. To hear them negotiate 
the rhythmic syncopations of 
the theme from The Patty Duke 
Show is to hear a versatile cho¬ 
rus at home in a variety of gen¬ 
res. Hill, like most conductors, 
is part teacher, part actor. When 
he intones, “It’s not just going to 


be good, it’s going to be great,” 
one believes him. 

Ensemble of brothers 

One can’t help noticing the 
gaunt frames, the exhausted 
faces of some members of the 
chorus, which has lost more 
than 170 members to AIDS over 
the last decade. “It was fairly 
easy for me to come to grips 
with my sexuality after I was 
kicked out of the Navy for being 
gay,” says Chorus member John 
McCleod, who serves as liaison 
to GALA, the umbrella group 
for gay and lesbian choruses 
throughout the United States. 
“Coming to grips with my HIV 
status was more difficult.” The 
chorus brings together men of 
different ethnic and economic 
groups, many of whom share 
this same challenge. When sur¬ 
rounded by what he calls “an 
ensemble of brothers,” 
McCleod says, “I don’t feel like 
some sort of diseased pariah.” 

Despite devastating losses, 
the chorus has flourished during 
the peak years of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. Hill has observed, “If all 
we do is bewail our fate, we 
have lost to the disease. We can 
grow, learn and expand our per¬ 


spective from any experience 
and AIDS is no exception.” 

On July 8 and 9 at Masonic 
Auditorium, the San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus will present 
KGAY FM: Sounds of the 
Sixties, featuring guest artist 
Florence Henderson, . best 
known for her role as Carol 
Brady on television’s The Brady 
Bunch. As they rehearse this 
Monday night, the mood moves 
from campy send-up (The Four 
Seasons’ “Big Girls Don’t Cry,” 
featuring dozens of falsettos) to 
emotional wallop. (Jule Styne’s 
“Make Someone Happy” 
becomes desperately life- 
affirming when you realize that 
some of the men may be per¬ 
forming for the last time.) 

The chorus is planning future 
concerts of “serious” music, but 
for now the group is reveling in 
camp and choreography. As 
McCleod looks over the 
bustling chorus during a 
rehearsal break, he reflects on 
the gay choral movement, this 
work of which he has been a 
part, and the uncertain future. 
“Every chorus I talk to is com¬ 
ing to value and hold on to this 
precious commodity: at this one 
place in time we’re a family.” ▼

Besides the film's direct ref¬ 
erences to Sunset Boulevard, 
Butterfield 8, Mahogany and, of 
course, Fellini’s 8 1/2, there are 
also allusions to All About Eve 
in the way Googie uses Bruce to 
make a career for herself. Was 
this conscious? 

Oh yeah. I’m obsessed with 
All About Eve. I want to make a 
movie called All About Yves, 
with a male instead of a female 
character. I find people like Eve 

- and I’ve run into a lot of them 

- so interesting. They’re con¬ 
scious of what they’re doing, 
but they almost can’t help them¬ 
selves. They’re very ambitious. 
And they seem to be acting all 
the time, even in real life. I find 


that fascinating. I’ve had several 
Eves in my life. 

Was the Eve Harrington-like 
part of Googie written with G.B. 
Jones [LaBruce’s former co-star 
and zine collaborator] in mind? 

It actually was, but we had a 
big falling out, so I had to 
recast. That was a whole saga. 

You had a lot of painful per¬ 
sonal experiences while making 
the film, like breaking up with 
your boyfriend Klaus. 

Yeah, Super 8 1/2 for me was 
all about putting that whole 
chapter of my life in perspective. 
The film was a great purge. It 
just tied up all the loose ends. 
The day I premiered it in 
Toronto it was like that chapter 
was closed, and I could go on to 
something else, which I’ve done. 

What’s your next film? 

I just wrapped a film in LA 
called Hustler White, which 
should be ready for the festivals 
starting in January or February. I 
made it with Rick Castro, a pho¬ 
tographer for Drummer and 
other magazines. He’s been 
photographing hustlers on Santa 
Monica Boulevard for years. We 
decided to make a movie about 
hustlers on Santa Monica 
Boulevard using real hustlers 
and real porn stars. I play a 
writer who comes to LA to write 
his memoirs and to discover the 
underbelly of the city. I become 
obsessed with this one particular 
hustler played by Tony Ward, 
who was in Madonna’s Justify 
My Love video. It’s going to be 
a romantic comedy. 

Is this going to be your big 
mainstream multiplex break¬ 
through film? 

Oh yeah [laughs]. Although, 
who knows. I think this is an 
exciting time to be an artist, 
because anything could happen. 
You don’t have to be doing 
mainstream stuff to get big 
opportunities ▼

slips into a heavy Egyptian 
accent], ‘We are from the East, 
and we must know what is this 
film all about?’ The man said, 
‘I’ve been to San Francisco. I 
know your people.’

I 
assured them, yes, we’re all just 
like that. 

But it’s shocking that it has¬ 
n’t caused more controversy. In 
Toronto it played to a huge audi¬ 
ence and in Vancouver, too.

people walk out it’s usually

[laughs], not because of the sex. 

How do you deal with criti¬ 
cism of the movie? 

It’s hard. I got some of the 
worst reviews ever for Super 8 
1/2. Like the New York Post 
gave me zero stars and called 
me an alleged director and an 
alleged writer. It was the ulti¬ 
mate bad review. It was so bad it 
was good. The title of the 
review was, “Super 8 and 1/2 - 
In Negative Numbers.” But then 
I got really good reviews too, so 
it all balances out.

soulful hits like “Moving on 
Up” and “One Night in 
Heaven.” With this summer’s 
American tour to promote their 
second album, Bizarre Fruit 
(Epic Records), M People is 
again changing the way audi¬ 
ences think about dance music. 

“I think we’re going to sur¬ 
prise a lot of people by the live 
show,” says Shovell. 
“Especially those who before 
they step in the door have a 
biased view of what it’s going to 
be like. They’re likely to be sur¬ 
prised.” 

The surprise was evident 
when M People played the 
Palladium in New York City 
earlier this month. A 10-piece 
band, including two sets of real 
drums and two saxophones, 
kicked into a hard-hitting 80- 
minute set with two encores, 
while several thousand visibly 
impressed fans danced and 
screamed. No lip-synching, no 
prerecorded tapes, no 10-minute 
show for M People; they’re not 
an ordinary disco band. 

Loyal gay following 

“We’re musicians,” says 
Mike Pickering, founder of the 
group and the “M” in M People. 
“The natural thing is to want to 
make records and perform them 
live. I hate doing playback 
shows. They’re horrible.” 

Disco has long been pegged 
as gay music, so it’s no surprise 
that M People’s first American 
tour includes several gay clubs. 
Their gay following is large and 
loyal. 


Despite the connotations of 
the second album’s title. Bizarre 
Fruit, two words chosen at ran¬ 
dom from a hat, none of the 
band members is gay. “Not yet, 
anyway,” laughs Pickering, run¬ 
ning through a mental list of the 
quartet’s extended touring ros¬ 
ter. “There’s a couple that are 
still thinking about it.” 

“Everywhere we’ve gone so 
far, it’s the gay community ini¬ 
tially that’s picked up on us first. 
Then it’s kind of spread,” says 
keyboardist Paul Heard, who 
co-founded the group in 1990. 

In Europe, M People have 
expanded far beyond gay clubs, 
scoring platinum albums and 
music awards by the armful. In 
the U.S., however, the group has 
a shorter history and still finds 
most of its success on dance 
charts and nightclub turntables. 

“Anybody who’s come from 
club culture has mixed with gay 
culture,” says Pickering, who 
worked for years as an influen¬ 
tial London disc jockey. “The 
influence on some of your 
music will come from that, and 
that’s probably why we’re so 
liked by gay people.” 

Small but powerful 

The diva of the group is 
undoubtedly Heather Small, the 
lead singer known for her trade¬ 
mark volcano of hair. 
Performing live, she possesses 
the same restrained intensity as 
she does on vinyl. And, as on 
vinyl, her steamy, on-stage 
vocals are more compelling for 
her tight control than her wild 
abandon. She seems a consum¬ 
mate performer; the audience is 
unaware of her stage fright. 

“I’m always very nervous,” 


Small confesses. “The audience 
expects a lot, but they don’t 
expect half of what I expect of 
myself. You want to live up to 
people’s expectations. “ 

Part of living up to expecta¬ 
tions is going beyond thinking 
of their music as dance music. 
M People drive fans to the 
dance floor, to be sure, but their 
live performance is more engag¬ 
ing and resonant than a record 


with a good beat. 

“We see a gig as a celebra¬ 
tion with those in our audience,” 
says Pickering. “We don’t see it 
as anything different to play 
live. We think it’s a natural thing 
to do, but I think that does set us 
apart from other dance acts - the 
fact that we are a band rather 
than people who got together to 
make a record.” 

“When everything’s going 


right, it’s the most special of 
moments,” adds Small. “When 
we go out and play live, I 
always feel quite exhausted. Not 
just physically because you’ve 
sung, but it’s emotional - and 
that’s how I approach our work. 
It’s quite intimate and emotion¬ 
al.” 

Intimate and emotional? 
Disco’s definitely come a long 
way since “Stayin’ Alive.” ▼

comprised of interviews with 
Bruce and the major players in 
his life, bits of Googie’s lacerat¬ 
ing documentary, as well as 
clips from Bruce and Googie’s 
collective body of smut films. 
Despite the lack of a conven¬ 
tional narrative, the sense of 
Bruce’s tragicomic descent into 
madness is conveyed surprising¬ 
ly well. 

The best scenes are late in the 
movie when Bruce, abandoned 
by his boyfriend and the pom 
establishment, becomes a neu¬ 
rotic washed-up mess, unable to 
leave an apartment strewn with 
dirty coffee cups and overflow¬ 
ing ashtrays. He sits alone 
watching his favorite movies, 
Mahogany and Butterfield 8, on 
TV and dreaming of one day 


getting into a fatal or disfiguring 
car accident, just like the hero¬ 
ines in those films. 

Needless to say, a straitjacket 
is in his future. (The movie’s 
best visual pun is nelly Bruce, in 
a straitjacket, stumbling around 
outside the Queen Street Mental 
Health Center.) 

By the end of the film, you 
almost might be tempted to snif¬ 
fle at the fate of poor Bruce. But 
try to stifle your boo-hoos until 
after the final credits, when you 
hear him, sounding like he’s 
trapped on some Super 8 1/2 set 
in another time and dimension, 
crying out, “Where is every¬ 
body? Aren’t we going to finish 
making the movie?” ▼

John Russell's In The Dark 

American Gothic

I n the Dark, Smart Mouth 
Theater’s latest show, is 
proof that lightning doesn’t 
strike twice in the same 
place. Last season, Smart Mouth 
produced John C. Russell’s 
Stupid Kids, which had every¬ 
thing to recommend it - solid 
acting, smart direction, and an 
engrossing story of a young 
playwright cut down by AIDS. 
This time around, Artistic 
Director Steven Cosson and 
company have again dipped into 
the late Russell’s oeuvre, only 
with less commendable results. 

In the Dark is a collection of 
three short Gothic-style plays. 
In “Breath,” orphaned Clare 
struggles against the repressive 
and patronizing machinations of 
her evil guardian Vera, and ulti¬ 
mately loses. “Her Name” 
chronicles the forced psycho¬ 
logical transformation of 
Amanda into her deceased sister 
Alice. The play’s culprits are her 
father and husband. In the last 
play, “The Green Box,” a man 
and a woman torture each other 
over possession of a mysterious 
green box. 

All three works are out of 
Russell’s playwriting league. 
Something is missing. Each one 
is shown as nothing more than 
its idea, and in all three cases the 


ideas are cliches. The characters 
are underdeveloped and uninter¬ 
esting. And, despite the minute 
but palpable suspenseful possi¬ 
bilities inherent in each, the 
three plays are remarkably dull. 
Thankfully, they’re also merci¬ 
fully short. 

Director Cosson has assem¬ 
bled an ensemble cast of five 
including himself. Under the 
circumstances, ascertaining the 
ability of individual performers 
seems unfair. Still, Molly Goode 
reveals a host of facial expres¬ 
sions and poses that would be 


put to greater use in another pro¬ 
duction, and Cosson himself has 
a voice that could melt even the 
hardest heart. 

In the Dark is a small stum¬ 
ble for Smart Mouth Theater. It 
was valiant of them to pay 
homage to Russell, but now that 
the group has twice done so, it’s 
time to move on. ▼

B rian Burrell’s Emmett 
Till, currently at the 
Bayfront Theatre, was a 
big hit in LA, where, 
earlier this year, it played for 
seven months and garnered rave 
reviews.

years, are members of the writ¬ 
ing team of a highly successful 
television sitcom, Emmett Till, 
whose cast is black but is run by 
a white production team. Devon 
is the sitcom’s token black 
writer, his position secured, 
seemingly, via intimacies with 
white Madeline. 

Things haven’t been going 
well, however, for this interra¬ 
cial couple, so Madeline decides 
to take a two-month vacation 
alone to Brazil. While she’s 
packing her bags, though, she 
discovers that Devon has invited 
a group of black artists to the 
house. Madeline suddenly post¬ 
pones the trip and crashes the 
meeting, where she proceeds to 
hurl non-stop racial invective at 
her husband’s pensive guests. 

Emmett Till is supposed to be 
a comedy, but most of the play’s 
jokes belong to Madeline, a 
character clearly modeled on 


TV’s Roseanne. Madeline, like 
Roseanne, may be crass, but she 
lacks the latter’s cleverness. 
Instead of cracking jokes that 
are clearly inspired by a given 
situation, as on ABC’s hit come¬ 
dy, Madeline’s would-be yucks 
are simply gratuitous stereotypi¬ 
cal, racist jabs that obliterate 
what little comic sensibility 
there is in the play. 

Doubtless, Till’s kicker was 
intended to be Devon’s 
announcement to Madeline that 
he is gay, and that he only mar¬ 
ried her to gain access to the TV 
writing biz, but by the time 
Devon gets around to making 
these revelations, the audience 
has long since given up on 
Emmett Till. ▼

B ay Area opera lovers 
who were upset at not 
being able to get tickets 
for Opera de Lyon’s 
sold-out performances last week 
of Madama Butterfly at 
Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall can 
relax. You were lucky. The rest 
of us suffered through the most 
insipid musical performance of 
a Puccini opera I have ever 
heard (much less attended) in a 
staggeringly pretentious and 
inappropriate production rife 
with internal inconsistencies. 

The one saving grace of the 
performance last Saturday (June 
30) is that it will probably make 
the SF Opera’s Butterfly this fall 
seem marvelous. 

This “highly praised” pro¬ 
duction dates from 1990, was 
directed by filmmaker Kiju 
Yoshida, designed by architect 
Arata Isozaki and costumed by 
couturier Yohji Yamamoto. 
(Note the absence of any theatri¬ 
cal - much less operatic - expe¬ 
rience there. It showed.) 

The basically black and white 
production consisted of two 
black, leafless trees in one cor¬ 
ner of the stage and, in the other. 
Butterfly’s house (black wooden 
frame with white paper walls) 
set atop black steps. White cur¬ 
tains provided the backdrop. To 
reach the top of the hill where 
the house is supposed to stand, 
characters climbed out of a hole 
in the stage. Only, occasionally, 
people wandered off stage right 
or stage left (thus appearing to 
fall off a cliff?). Most of the 
characters (including principles) 
wore black, though a few in the 
chorus sported dark rust-colored 
kimonos and one super was 
inexplicably dressed in bright 
red. 

Before the music began for 
Act II, several female mimes 
faced the audience and began 
moving very slowly, opening 
their mouths in silent screams, 
writhing in horror as the off¬ 
stage sound of airplanes grew 
louder. All at once (you guessed 
it) a brilliant white flash of light 
indicated the dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Nagasaki. The 
mimes slowly toppled over, at 


World War II and the dropping 
of the atom bomb. Pinkerton 
(the tenor) is a U.S. Navy lieu¬ 
tenant, but the opera is not about 
war, and the production’s smug 
finger-shaking, which ran 
throughout the second half of 
the evening, was gratuitous and, 
ultimately, boring. As guests in 
this country, it was rude of 
Opera de Lyon to bring such a 
relentlessly, and needlessly, 
anti-U.S. production as part of 
its contribution to the celebra¬ 
tion of the 50th anniversary of 
the United Nations. But then, 
the French are occasionally 
bizarre folks. Some of them 
have never forgiven us uncouth 
Yanks for the effrontery of sav- 


which point, incongruously, the 
graceful, delicate music Puccini 
wrote for the beginning of the 
act began. 

The miraculously resurrected 
mimes returned at the beginning 
of Puccini’s Act III (Opera de 
Lyon’s Act II, scene II) to silent¬ 
ly scream at the audience some 
more as a bright yellow light 
was pointed into our faces. (Day 
is dawning, see, and poor vic¬ 
timized Butterfly is uncomfort¬ 
able, so you, complacent audi¬ 
ence member, must share in her 
pain. Yawn.) 

It ain’t Puccini 

Butterfly premiered in 1904, 
and Puccini died long before 


ing them not once but twice dur¬ 
ing this century. 

Unfortunately, the musical 
side of the evening was almost 
as dreary. Though conductor 
Kent Nagano skillfully kept the 
orchestra soft enough so 
singers could be heard, he 
seemed unable to generate any 
sweeping passion from 
Puccini’s lush score, which 
ended up sounding like movie 
music. The orchestra that 
played Prokofiev’s Love for 
Three Oranges just a couple 
weeks ago with such verve, 
color and superb style sounded 
unbalanced, unruly and clunky. 

Both soprano Michie 
Nakamaru (as the title character

Britain's Royal Ballet Visits SF 

In Royal Company

T he United Nations Arts 
Festival came to a rous¬ 
ing close last week with 
performances of the 
Royal Ballet at the Opera 
House. It was a visit of state - 
Princess Margaret was in atten¬ 
dance on opening night, stand¬ 
ing in a spotlight in the center 
box through the national 
anthems, showing us that royals 
do it. So did the dancers. 

What you could always 
count on from the Royal Ballet 
was depth of style. In fairy tales 
like Swan Lake, where atmos¬ 
phere is crucial, the Royal 
would go to infinite pains to cre¬ 
ate a world where such things as 
enchanted swans might seem 
plausible. From the beginning, 
they were attached to the Old 
Vic Theater, where they 
absorbed the traditions of 
Shakespearean stagecraft. 
Unlike American dancers, these 


performers can act, and their 
directors understand the craft of 
high tragedy. 

The Royal Ballet’s version of 
Swan Lake is probably the best 
in the world, and last 
Wednesday’s performance was 
the finest I’ve seen in 20 years, 
despite lapses of concentration 
in the third act (e.g., Irek 
Mukhamedov had to shout at 
the conductor, while dancing, to 
correct the tempo). Their 
dancers are not as strong, tech¬ 
nically, as San Francisco Ballet 
Dancers. In fact, Viviana 
Durante’s fouettes wandered all 
over the stage, and she nearly 
wiped out at the end of them. 
Nevertheless, her version of the 
White Swan pas de deux in the 
second act surpassed anything 
I’ve seen since Antoinette 
Sibley’s in 1970, including 
Makarova’s. 

Swan Lake is a romantic 
tragedy. The prince is, like 
Hamlet, an elegant youth, but in 


his way as wary and ill-suited to 
the world as the swan princess. 
Despite its luxury and remote¬ 
ness of style. Swan Lake is 
about the central facts of adoles¬ 
cent terror - Who can I trust? 
Why do my feelings keep 
changing? I don’t know what to 
choose, etc. 

The first act isolates the hero; 
the second (the “White Swan”) 
introduces a creature who mir¬ 
rors his soul’s condition. The 
third (“the Black Swan”) leads 
him through delusion into a mis¬ 
take that ruins them both. And 
the fourth shows universal grief 
in choric dancing that focuses in 
the end on an image of Love’s 
Martyrs that you can venerate 
like an icon. 

Durante made you feel her 
tragic fate in the powerful arch¬ 
ing of her back. Her arms sug¬ 
gested the swan’s wings, but her 
eyes searched the prince like 
those of a woman looking at her 
last hope - and as she froze into 
an arabesque of marmoreal still¬ 
ness, looking backward at him 
with such a burning gaze, I felt a 
huge emotion wash over me. 

The other extraordinary 
event in their run was A Month 
in the Country, Frederick 
Ashton’s late masterpiece. 
Again, what made it amazing 
was its dramatic structure, 
which is as intricately detailed 
as the heroine’s lace dress or the 
fantastic living room of the 
country house forming the set¬ 
ting of the action. It would be a 
farce, if it weren’t so touching - 
the lady of the house (Tracey 
Brown) falls gradually in love 
with her son’s tutor (the gor¬ 
geous Jonathan Cope). So do 
her ward, and a servant girl 
(even the son appears to have a 
bit of a crush on him). And they 
all burst in on each other at the 
most inopportune times. 

With the artistry of a lace- 
maker, Ashton has assembled 
the dance around Chopin’s 
“Variations on Mozart’s ‘La ci 
darem,”’ and other pieces. It’s 
amazing how the story is 
advanced through a series of 
classical dances characterized 
by the featheriest footwork 
imaginable. Even the mime is 
timed like clockwork; when the 
secret is out, and everybody gets 
agitated, Ashton has choreo¬ 
graphed every step - the boy 
hides behind a pillar, the visitor 
appears on the porch, exactly on 
the music. How many ways can 
Ashton find of showing us 
things going on behind other 
people’s backs? 

He saves the best for last, 
when the tutor (who has packed 
his bags and left) comes back to 
say good-bye and, finding his 
mistress bent over the desk in 
tears, takes up the ribbon hang¬ 
ing from her shawl, kisses it, 
and leaves without her ever 
knowing he was there. 

There were some mishaps 
and misfires in the run - Darcey 
Bussell’s Swan Lake was not the 
great event we all anticipated, 
though she was game. They had 
not rehearsed this repertory for a 
while, it seemed. Ashley Page’s 
new ballet, Fearful Symmetries, 
is a handsome exercise in the 
style of William Forsythe, to a 
marvelous score by John 
Adams. Mukhamedov looked 
like a dungeon-master in 
Antony McDonald’s costume, 
and he danced like a demon. T 
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the gaunt, skeletal imagery” of 
the poetry. Indeed, it is easy to 
admire Del Tredici’s craft with¬ 
out really liking the music. 

The performers deserve 
unending praise for their seem¬ 
ingly effortless grasp of such 
thorny composition. Phyllis 
Bryn-Julson is the soprano in / 
Hear an Army, which is elo¬ 
quently backed by the 
Composers Quartet. Bryn- 
Julson also does an amazing job 
with the longer two movement 
Syzygy, on which Richard 
Dufallo and the Festival 
Chamber Orchestra offer sym¬ 
pathetic support. 

Benita Valente and Mary 
Burgess, along with players 


following up with Out Classics. 

This is the kind of release 
critics will dismiss as a highly 
suspect way to recycle (at full 
price) snippets from old record¬ 
ings to an unsuspecting and 
gullible public. 

At least this issue has some 
interesting, if slightly fanciful, 
liner notes from K. Robert 
Schwarz. Outing Aaron 
Copland is one thing - he’s 
recent history and was indis¬ 
putably gay. But calling Chopin 
and Schubert queer is really a 
stretch, speculative research 
notwithstanding. 

Still, this issue has more 
going for it than the previous 
rip-offs. The model on the

David Del Tredici 
Joyce Settings/Scherzo 
CRI - American Masters 

At 58, composer David Del 
Tredici hardly remains the 
enfant terrible heard in these 
early works for voice and 
chamber ensemble. The three 
pieces that fill this enterprising 
new release from CRI were 
written between 1964 and 1966. 
A brief Scherzo for piano four- 
hands rounds out the recital. 

Very much the work of a 
young man, these settings of 
poems by James Joyce show a 
dedicated modernist at work, 
one who was out to shock the 
average listener and who was 
unwilling to make concessions 
to popular taste. The results are 
provocative and sometimes 
effective, but just as often the 
end result is unlovely and exas¬ 
perating. 

Fellow composers have writ¬ 
ten approvingly of these scores 
and no less a writer than Robin 
Holloway contributed the inter¬ 
esting liner notes. John Adams 
(Nixon In China, The Death of 
Klinghoffer) praises the “tim- 
bral combination that highlights 


from the Marlboro Festival led 
by the composer, give Night 
Conjure-Verse, my favorite 
piece, a most convincing per¬ 
formance and wonderfully illu¬ 
minate some of the composer’s 
exciting musical effects.

Industry execs say if records 
like this can bring new audi¬ 
ences to the classics, then the 
hype is worth it. That’s essen¬ 
tially a bogus theory, but it 
might help relieve the guilty 
conscience you get after you 
buy the disc for the sexy cover 
art. T 
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and Forced Entry combined my 
least favorite subjects - prison 
and rape. Still, this was a John 
Travis video and had a couple of 
cuties in the cast - thick-thighed 
blond bundle Sean Diamond, 
ever-manly Aiden Shaw, ever- 
sexy Dean Johnson, and boy- 
man newcomer Beau Saxon. 

Forced Entry, however, 
quickly confirmed my misgiv¬ 
ings. It’s not just that I’ve never 
seen any porn with a believable 
prison set. It’s that while force¬ 
ful sex may be butch, forced sex 
is not. However confusing or 
questionable the behavior of my 
partner at the sex club may have 
been, at least he had a choice. 
Yet in prison videos, it is invari¬ 
ably lack of choice, i.e. rape, 
which is supposed to fuel our 
fantasies. It’s never worked for 
me, and in the case of Forced 
Entry, leads to the expected lack 
of PC-ness, as well as the usual 
pom inanities.

L ike Dolly returning to the 
Harmonia Gardens - I 
mean, she just has to - 
there I was in the back 
room at the sex club.

Then, just 
before we moved into the clinch, 
he whispered in my ear, “Are you 
positive or negative?” 

For a second, I thought he 
was asking me if I was in a good 
mood. Or whether or not I was 
sure I wanted to make out with 
him. But I knew what he meant, 
and answered, “Positive.” 
Without pause, he proceeded in 
his somewhat assaultive style, 
mouthing my ear so excessively 
that my earrings came off, and 
making an ill-advised attempt to 
breathe through my nose. That 
was excessive: if post-nasal drip 
is a body fluid, this wasn’t safe 
sex. But chomping on my arm 
pit? Sensational. It wasn’t long 
before I came. 

And he left. I’d cum on his 


hand, and since he had a small 
cut, he had to go and wash it. 
Well, at least that ditched the rit¬ 
ual phone number exchange. But 
the abruptness of his departure 
curtailed the afterglow of orgasm, 
leaving me with questions. Does 
a nick on a finger need such 
instant attention? If I had told him 
I was negative, would he have 
made out with me differently? 
Does he believe everything peo¬ 
ple tell him? And what, after all, 
did I know about him? 

The whole thing was just too 
fraught with tension. Maybe this 
dolly just wasn’t meant for the 
back room. Yet even though my 
thoughts were unsettled, I was 
still in a mood for play. Always 
one for self-sufficiency, I went 
home and popped in a new 
video. It was Forced Entry, from 
Studio 2000, a Los Angeles 
operation with a pretty good 
track record - their Driven To It 
is a classic, and Grease Guns 
and His Big Brother each have 
one of my all-time favorite 
scenes. But a lot of stuff from 
Studio 2000 is run-of-the-mill, 
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pale, shapeless and scrawny kid 
who speaks phonetic English. 
He’s as devoid of personality as 


he is long of dick. But his uncut 
12 inches ain’t the stuff of my 
dreams - his mushy mass needs 
such a choke hold to stay hard 
he can barely mash it into even 
the most accommodating ass¬ 
hole of co-star Doug Perry. And 
his drab appeal is hardly com¬ 
plemented by his difficulty with 
English. In the opening exposi¬ 
tion, for instance, when a fellow 
inmate says, “I hear they put the 
new guy in with you,” Dean 
replies, “Yeah, I hang baxter any 
more.” Or something. 

And this is some prison. The 
offenses of its inmates are never 
offered. Perhaps they had over¬ 
due library books. They seem to 
be such bookworms. Most of 
the action takes place in the 
prison library, which is where 
we find Aiden Shaw shelving 
books and neatly pushing chairs 
into their tables. Prison: it’s a 
rough and tumble place. 

While Shaw tidies. Dean is 
back at his cell undressing, his 
dick ineptly hidden from the 
camera behind the door’s lock 
mechanism as he says some¬ 
thing totally lacking vowels. He 
masturbates while new - and 
supposedly straight - boy Saxon 
hides his head in horror. At full 
extension, Dean’s dick is pretty 
impressive, but he’s so impas¬ 
sive one could hardly care. His 
jerking is more reportage than 
recreation, and his orgasm is 
thoroughly invisible. 

Meanwhile, in another cell - 
and not a moment too soon - 
Aiden Shaw provides the high¬ 
light of the video in a bout with 
Sean Diamond. Kevin Dean’s 
dick may be an inch or two 
longer than Shaw’s, but Shaw’s 
cock has charisma. It’s imperi¬ 
ous, really hard and standing 
way proud. He grabs a rubber 
and jams into Diamond, who 
manfully moans, whimpers, and 
takes it all with delicious 
unease. And how that boy can 
squat! Superb. 

Then we’re in the library 
again, where the nasty guard 
Mr. Jones (Doug Perry) intimi¬ 
dates Saxon into sex, even 
though Saxon respectfully 
declines. Perry gives him a 
frighteningly real smack, an 
unusual moment of violence 
that’s especially stinging, so 
unexpected, in tandem with 
Perry’s ham-fisted acting. 
Credit Saxon with some realistic 
resistance, and Perry with a taut- 
ly muscled, wiry frame and stiff, 
attractive dick. Under more 
pleasant circumstances, this

SFT&FC Is Alive, Well and Needs Your Support 

Just Where Have You Been?

T hey had an unprecedent¬ 
ed showing at the Gay 
Games last year in New 
York, but so far in 1995 
the San Francisco Track & Field 
Club seems to be in hiding. 

“We always see a drop off in 
participation following the 
Games,” said veteran member 
and co-coach Frank Demby. 
“The intensity of training for the 
Games, both physically and 
mentally, took its toll. A lot of 
people are using this year to 
recoup from the grind of the 
Gay Games and from injuries 
they may have sustained during 
last season.” 

Demby also noted that while 
a majority of last year’s track 
team was composed largely of 
newcomers, it’s the veteran 
members who return year after 
year. “Once your body gets used 
to the training it becomes sort of 
a natural routine to come and 
work out. And the experienced 
runners know it’s easier to stay 
in shape between the Games 
than it is to take too much time 
off from training.” 

For the 1995 season, it’s a 
veteran and a newcomer who 
are taking advantage of this odd 
year. Reggie Snowden, new to 
SFT&FC, and Valerie Scott, a 
five-year veteran with the club, 
have both trained continuously 
since the Games and competed 
throughout 1995. Both repre¬ 
sented the SFT&FC on its maid¬ 
en outing at the U.S. Master 
Indoor Championships. 

And they were the dynamic 
duo for the club at the Western 
Regional Championships on 
June 24. In the midst of the sum¬ 
mer’s first heat wave, Scott cap¬ 
tured three golds and Snowden 
added an individual gold and a 
relay bronze to his larder. 

Scott, who will compete at the 
U.S. National Masters 
Championships in Michigan this 
weekend, placed first in the 100, 
200 and 400 meters at the 


Western Regionals. With temper¬ 
atures hovering around 103 
degrees throughout most of the 
competitions, running times 
were under season best marks for 
Scott and most of the other com¬ 
petitors. Nevertheless, she man¬ 
aged to pull out some outstand¬ 
ing performances and feels good 
about her chances at this week’s 
National Championships. 

“I feel strong, especially in 
the 400 meters,” Scott noted. 
“I’m finally gaining some 
speed, which is exactly what I 
need at this point. I think I’m 
going to surprise some people at 
National, including myself.” 

Snowden beat out excellent 
competitors to take his first in 
the 110 meter high hurdles. The 
group was neck and neck 
through the first 30 meters 
before Snowden’s fluid style 
and masterful speed allowed 
him to break away and leave the 
pack behind. He also turned in a 
terrific effort as anchor of the 
4x100 relay, pulling the SF 
squad (Frank Demby, Gary 
Schlimgen & Rick Thoman) 
into third place and a bronze 
medal. 

“This was the hottest weather 
we’ve ever experienced in Los 
Gatos,” stated Demby. “But after 
being away from the competitive 
arena for a year, it’s good to 
know we can still come out and 
hold our own against the best in 
the West. We’ve been particular¬ 
ly proud of Valerie and know 
that she will represent us well at 
the U.S. Championships.” 

The SFT&FC will also test 
the competition at the NorCal 
Seniors Meet in Berkeley in 
September and the Club West 
Masters Meet in Santa Barbara 
in October before calling the ’95 
season officially over. And there 
are a “variety of All-Comers 
meets available throughout the 
summer to keep us on track,” 
Demby said. 

The San Francisco Track and 
Field Club currently trains 
Tuesday and Thursday nights at

would be an arousing scene. 
Accompanied by the badly 
enacted villainy of the suckee, 
and the realistic though hardly 
arousing gagging of the sucker, 
it’s a double bind - eroticism 
undercut by the fantasy of force. 

Soon after comes the gang 
rape of Jones by a quintet of 
inmates, in retaliation for his 
brutality toward Saxon. Perry 
turns out to be a sloppy, drool¬ 
ing, not-to-be-gagged cock- 
sucker and not-to-be-filled-up 
bottom. The rapists mutter 
terms of endearment like, 
“Choke on my fucking dick, 
you cocksucker,” which gives 
me pause. “Cocksucker” a pejo¬ 
rative in a gay video? 

And Mr. Jones enjoys him¬ 
self so much that the punish¬ 
ment scenario, hardly credible 
in the first place, is blown. 
Sillier, the fuckers yield their 
position to each other so quick¬ 
ly, it’s like the sped-up action in 
silent movies. Finally, they 
stand over Perry and cum on 
him - one blob falling on the 
camera and obscuring half the 
screen. Ho-hum; just another 
day in prison. Then they jerk 


off their victim - considerate 
rapists providing the video’s 
hottest single image. 

Okay, wrap up. Kevin Dean 
is released, and Saxon gets 
aroused watching Dean Johnson 
make it with a muscular, tat¬ 
tooed, dark-haired Rip Stone 
(who wouldn’t?). So, when 
Saxon is released, he goes 
directly to Dean’s apartment, 
tells him he loves him, and 
offers his ass as proof. It’s 
amazing just how much can fit 
in an asshole, and amazing that 
this story of prison brutality and 
rape is meant, ultimately, to be a 
touching love story. 

“How I was raped by a sadis¬ 
tic queer and learned to love 
cock.” Is it the urge towards 
some imagined legitimacy in 
the filmmaking field that leads 
porn producers to these plots? 
Invariably half-baked, and with 
misguided cues toward the 
appreciation and application of 
sexuality, their films reveal the 
ineptness of the creators as they 
patronize the viewer. Well, 
unlike the victim of rape, you 
have a choice. Don’t let this one 
mislead you. T

S an Francisco’s leather 
community is getting 
into midsummer party 
mood as plans for the 
Dore Alley Fair (also known as 
the Up Your Alley Fair) get 
underway. 

Few people probably know 
that it was Patrick Toner, 
International Mr. Leather 1985, 
who, along with a few of his 
good friends, started this event. 

The first time the fair was 
held, it was called the Ringold 
Alley Fair and it took place 
along that infamous promenade 
so well-known around these 
parts for its nighttime activities. 
At the time, Ringold residents 
were reluctant to permit the fair, 
but they eventually consented as 
it is a daytime event. 

The following year, the party 
moved to Dore Alley between 
Folsom and Howard and 
between 9th & 10th Streets.
